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Neither we, nor the thousands of our predecessors to be able to evolve it. But, as in union there is 


or associates in the American Bar Association dur- 
ing all the years of its history, have attended its 
meetings for selfish reasons. We do not seek to 
serve here the interests of any client, nor do we re- 
ceive a fee for coming. There can be no expectation 
that the information acquired will aid in the cases 
that are to be showered upon us in the fullness of 
time. We know well how we shall prepare for each 
of those, working it out alone until it has been mas- 
tered in every detail of fact and in every proposition 
of law. 

Nor do we come for recreation. Delightful as 
Portland is, hospitable as are her people, warm- 
hearted as is their greeting, we shall nevertheless 
depart, though with regret, when the session is over. 
We shall carry away pleasant memories, but we must 
meet elsewhere engagements which may be profes- 
sional, or which have rest and recreatior for their 
purpose. Whatever that may be, they have been in- 
terrupted in order to assure our presence at this 
meeting. Sacrifices of some kind have been made by 
‘every lawyer who attends this annual assembly. 

What then moves us? The answer is not far to 
seek. We are here because we have ideals. Each 
of us would elevate the standard of the profession, 
strengthen the Bench, make the administration of 
justice more simple, more rapid, more exact, not 
only in the state from which he comes, but in every 
state throughout the nation. No one of us has a 
workable plan which comes up to his ideals, or hopes 


strength, so in a multitude of counsellors there is 
wisdom. Therefore, each year finds us coming to- 
gether striving for these ideals, each willing and 
anxious to do his part. 

It is well that we do so. Not all has been accom- 
plished that has been striven for in the past. Much 
has been done, however, and greater achievement 
will reward us in the years to come. Only from 
the efforts of a people to attain high ideals can true 
progress result. The boy at school may fix a higher 
standard of achievement than either health or in- 
tellect will permit him to reach, but he will grow 
into a better, a stronger and more useful man be- 
cause of his ideals and his effort. 

There is no profession, trade or business whose 
members as a body have higher ideals than have 
lawyers as a class. We cannot deny that there are 
many among them with no higher aim than mere 
money-making, nor can we say that there are not a 
considerable number who are so destitute of charac- 
ter as to disgrace the Bar. Unfortunately this is 
true. But such are the minority. The great major- 
ity are idealists who love justice, and seek it not 
only for clients but for society at large. 

They are not mere machines selecting and grind- 
ing out authorities by which the courts are to be 
bound. For where a well-considered case can be 
found in which the facts are identical, the law is 
settled and the court has but to follow it. There 
is no opportunity for controversy. The discussions 
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in court are, therefore, as a rule, in cases where there 
is no previous decision based upon precisely the same 
circumstances. The aim of both court and counsel 
is to work out justice in that special instance, and, 
at the same time, to establish a sound rule. To aid 
the court, counsel present principles which they 
deem pertinent and emphasize the custom of the 
people relating thereto. This is vital because the 
foundation of our unwritten law lies in the habits 
and customs of the people. 

It has often and truly been said, but never so 
well as in the address of James C. Carter before 
this Association, that the people make the common 
law, because ‘‘we find it to spring from and rest 
upon the habits, customs and thoughts of a people, 
and from these a standard of justice is derived 
by which doubtful cases are determined. The office 
of the judge is not to make it, but to find it, and, 
when it is found, to affix to it his official mark by 
which it becomes more certainly known and authen- 
ticated.’’ While this is so, yet the announcement 
of the law comes first from the Bench. And for 
the most part it comes only after the court has had 
the benefit of the learning of counsel, which to be 
comprehensive and useful must embrace knowledge 
of the people and their customs, as well as knowl- 
edge of principles established by prior decisions. 
In this way our unwritten law, better known as the 
common law, has been so developed as to meet the 
exigencies of our wonderful growth and expansion, 
and of our complicated business and social eondi- 
tic as. 


Judges who are inspired by the highest patriotism 
and who love justice seem to play the leading part 
in this procedure, because upon the Bench is charged 
the duty of announcing the law and rendering judg- 
ment. It may well be doubted, however, whether 
the public spirit, learning and ability of counsel 
contributes less than that of the court toward the 
just settlement of a majority of disputes. Be that 
as it may, there is no reason to doubt that our pro- 
fession has contributed in a large degree toward 
that liberal measure of justice which we as a people 
enjoy to-day. I do not mean that the ideal has yet 
been reached. Far from it. But we can say, that 
many long steps toward it have been taken, since 
that period in England’s history when controversies 
were decided by ‘‘ wager of battle.’’ 


Moreover, we can claim, and that, too, without 
fear of eontradiction, that our people’s habits and 
eustoms bring the common law much nearer to the 
ideal than the statutes made and provided so plen- 


tifully. The reason for this is plain. The common 


law is expanded slowly and carefully by judicial 
decisions based on a standard of justice derived 
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from the habits, customs and thoughts of a people. 
And lest the judge at nisi prius may make a mis- 
take, appeal is allowed to a court composed of a 
number of experienced and learned judges. These 
again have the assistance of the printed or oral argu- 
ments of counsel, or both. And they, free from 
prejudice and partisan bias, and animated by that 
love of justice which grows stronger and more all- 
pervading with its daily ministration, seek with 
diligence and earnestness the true rule. So far as 
it is given us to realize an ideal method of building 
the law of a people, we possess it. 


The proper function of the legislator is supple- 
tory to that of the judge. He should strive to ascer- 
tain the growing but imperfect customs which spring 
from the effort of a people to correct errors, and 
give to them the dignity and force of law. This he 
often attempts to do, and frequently succeeds. But 
the task of even the wise legislator is beset with dif- 
ficulties. So many bills press upon his attention. 
that if he had the wisdom of Solomon he could not 
master them in one short session. Many such bills 
are introduced by men who do not understand them, 
merely that they may gain the applause of the 
thoughtless or the envious. Others are strike bills 
pressed in the hope of unlawful gain. Still others 
are presented from honest motives, but with no ap- 
preciation that their enactment will work injury, 
while still more represent the effort of untrained 
legislators to enact into law what they mistakenly 
conceive to be the will of the people. 

More mischievous still, as a rule, are the bills 
pressed for passage in the interests of a political 
organization. Experience teaches that compara- 
tively few of the many bills of a legislative session 
are carefully considered by the body as a whole. 
Such consideration as the average bill has is in 
committee, and too often the majority of that com- 
mittee is influenced by party organization, or by the 
Governor, or by some other leader who sees in it a 
party or factional advantage. And its final enact- 
ment is secured by the same influence that moved 
the majority to report it. In other words, supposed 
advantage, either for the party or individual mem- 
bers of it, is often made the occasion for statutes 
which otherwise would never appear on the statute 
books. Thus it happens that every year many stat- 
utes are passed which ought never to have been 
heard of. 

Every unnecessary and unwise statute is a blot 
upon the State escutcheon and a burden upon the 
public. This fact is so well appreciated in some 
states, that the legislature is not permitted to meet 
every year. An illustration of the opinion of a law- 
yer, upon whom as Governor rested the responsi- 
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bility of the exercise of the veto power as to many 
bills passed only this year by the legislature of the 
state of New York, is found in the fact that he ve- 
toed thirty-seven, caused one hundred ninety-seven 
to be withdrawn, and permitted two hundred fifty 
to die for lack of his signature, making a total of 
four hundred eighty-four bills which, after passage 
through committees and both houses, failed never- 
theless to become laws because of the Governor’s 
action. While it is true that some wholesome and 
necessary statutes come out of such conditions like 
those I have outlined, in more instances unnecessary 
or positively bad ones spring from them. 

One of the ideals of this Association is to elevate 
the standard of statute making, and to stimulate 
harmony in legislation on the part of the several 
states, for it is so provided by the First and Eighth 
Articles of the Constitution. 

The First Article declares the object of our Asso- 
ciation to be ‘‘to advance the science of jurispru- 
dence, promote the administration of justice and 
uniformity of legislation throughout the union, up- 
hold the honor of the profession of the law, and en- 
courage cordial intercourse among the members of 
the American Bar.’’ Of this statement of the pur- 
poses of the Association, Mr. James C. Carter in 
his President’s Address happily said: ‘‘It recog- 
nizes the fact that though we are citizens of different 
states in some degree sovereign, we are yet one peo- 
pl, one immense human society with common inter- 
ests, common hopes and a common destiny; that 
among the several concerns of that, as of every so- 
ciety, are its jurisprudence ind legislation; that 
that great interest is, in large degree, under the 
care and control of the members of the legal pro- 
fession ; that it is their duty to reduce it to a science, 
to develop its usefulness, to simplify it into uni- 
formity, to correct any evil tendencies which may 
beset it, and to these ends to uphold the honor of the 
profession and inspire its members with a just con- 
ception of their high office.’’ 

The Eighth Article devolves upon the President 
the duty to communicate in the address, with which 
he is charged to open each Annual Meeting, ‘‘the 
most noteworthy changes in statute law and points 
of general interest made in the several states and by 
Congress during the preceding year.”’ 


The length of the sessions of several state legis- 
latures, and the delay in printing the laws, has ren- 
dered it simply impossible to perform the task as 
thoroughly as it otherwise would have been done. 
In some instances it became necessary at a late hour 
to ask for copies of acts deemed the most notable in 
order to make as full a presentation as the condi- 
tions would admit. The result shows a degree of 


legislative activity hitherto unsurpassed. Nor is it 
surprising that it is so. 

For a goodly number of years our people enjoyed 
great prosperity. Nearly every individual and cer- 
tainly every calling has participated in it in some 
degree. Opportunities for improvement and ad- 
vancement were enjoyed by all. The food supply 
had become more widely diversified. The houses, 
apartments or tenements in which people lived on 
the average improved and largely so. Thus it hap- 
pened that nearly all not only realized that the 
country was making tremendous strides in material 
development, but also that each individual had some 
part in it. They knew, at least most of them did, 
that very large fortunes were being realized by some 
individuals—fortunes more colossal than had been 
accumulated during a like period at any other time 
in the world’s history. However, they were not en- 
vious, because the majority supposed them to have 
been honestly earned. It had been no part of Amer- 
ican spirit or the American education to envy those 
who had been the more successful. 

At a time when our prosperity seemed greatest 
and our enjoyment of the material things of life 
was most general, suddenly the righteous wrath of 
the people became stirred, and justly stirred, by the 
unwelcome discovery that at least some of the large 
fortunes had not been fairly gained. Revelation 
followed revelation in quick succession of transac- 
tions in the domain of high finance by which a few 
had been enabled to add to their store at the expense 
of the many. 


The occasion thus presented called for a careful 
study of the situation by those engaged in state- 
craft. Many there were doubtless who atempted to 
perform this duty. Their purpose was to ascertain 
how wrongdoing became possible, and whether due 
in some part to direct legislation improperly pro- 
cured, to inadequate legislation, or to a failure to 
enforce existing law on the part of those charged 
with the duty of its enforcement. The cause or 
causes being first ascertained, the next step in or- 
derly procedure was to ascertain the needed reme- 
dies—remedies having for their purpose the pun- 
ishment of the violators of the law and the preven- 
tion of similar abuses of the public in the future— 
remedies which, while holding in check the wrong- 
doer, should save from spoilation or injury the in- 
nocent stockholders or bondholders, who were in 
some measure the victims of their representatives. 


Justice being the proper aim of all law and of all 
lawmakers, great care is required in such an emer- 
gency as that which came suddenly upon us, lest the 
innocent should suffer with the guilty, lest through 
ill-chosen and economically unsound legislation the 
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people as a whole should be made to suffer because 
But 
those charged with this duty both because of official 


of the faults committed by comparatively few. 


obligation and from love of country, were not per- 
mitted to work out these problems thus presented in 
that quiet and orderly way which should character- 
ize a government of law. 


Indeed, when they had scarcely begun the task 
which the situation devolved upon them, the dema- 
gogues of the country, seeing their opportunity, 
seized it. They filled the land with denunciation 
not only of those who had been wrongdoers, but of 
mattered 
not to them that the great trunk lines of railroad 


all corporate interests of every kind. It 


contributing so largely to the magnificent and uni- 
form development of the country, the street sur- 
face railroads, adding so largely to the comfort and 
convenience of a vast contingent of our population, 
the great manufacturing plants, bearing their part 
in making up the wealth of the people, and many 
other industries requiring large amounts of capital, 
could not have been built at all but for the device of 
the corporation, which had enabled hundreds, and 
in some instances hundreds of thousands of persons 
to unite in the construction and operation of a single 
great undertaking. For their purpose was not the 
patriotic one of discovering and applying remedies. 
Instead they sought power, political leadership and 
office. 
for the public weal. 


They sought them for selfish advantage, not 
Therefore, they hesitated not be- 
cause injustice would inevitably result from their 
forays against all wealth whether honestly or dis- 
honestly gained, whether employed for public good 
or publie harm. 

Remedies of course they proposed, for the poli- 
ticilan cannot succeed by denunciation alone. Some 
-of them, apparently oblivious of the fact that the 
powers conferred upon Congress by the federal con- 
stitution are enumerated powers, and that all other 
powers are by that instrument reserved to the states 
and to the people, professed to see in the assumption 
of federal control of corporations, the true remedy. 

These were divided into two principal classes. 
The first, and by far the larger class, insisted that 
through the commerce clause of the Constitution, 
Congress could devise a plan by which it could take 
control of the insurance companies, trust companies, 
great railroad and other corporations. In this man- 
ner, Congress could relieve the states of their several 
duties and obligations to their own creations, and at 


the same time effectively relieve such corporations 
In that class, in addition to the 
political leaders and other well-meaning persons who 
had not especially studied our Constitutions both 
federal and state, were to be found some who were 


from state control. 
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interested officially in insurance, railroad and other 
corporations. 

In the second class were to be found those who, 
while not disagreeing with the first class in the as- 
sumption that Congress possesses the power by the 
Commerce and Post Road provisions of the Consti- 
tution, to centralize the greater portion of powers 
of government in the federal government, neverthe- 
less insisted that the remedy thus proposed was 
not broad enough. With them the remedy of reme- 
dies is for the federal government to acquire the 
railroads and operate them. 

There were those, however, who, mindful of the 
limitation of the powers of Congress and apprecia- 
ting the wisdom of the Fathers in securing to the 
states local self-government, wisely took the ground 
that if the states had failed in the performance of 
duty, they should now proceed to repair such neg- 
leet. This class can be subdivided into two parts, 
the first embracing those who deemed it wise to 
study the situation deeply, to provide for the imme- 
diate trial of existing remedies, and if the law be 
found inadequate in any respect, then to supplement 
it by such other statute or statutes as should be 
found needful. The second class composed of ad- 
herents to the power and duty of the state, opposed 
the slower and safer method of those who proposed 
to look before leaping, and loudly proclaimed the 
necessity for legislation that should tear up that 
which is, both root and branch, and start anew. 

In the circumstances to which I have of neces- 
sity made but brief and inadequate allusion, the 
legislatures of many of the states assembled. That 
the majority of their members were animated by 
good purposes, I doubt not. Naturally they wished 
to meet what seemed to them the honest desire of 
their constitutents, that all abuses be remedied. 
But the majority had neither the time nor the train- 
ing to enable them in one short session, crowded 
with hundreds of bills, to go to the bottom of so vast 
a subject. Hence they were unable to say whether 
certain abuses were due to the inadequacies of law 
or to the failure of the authorities to enforce the 
law. Nor had they opportunity to make such a 
study of the bills presented as would enable each to 
determine for himself whether each bill was needed 
or whether it was prepared on right lines. In sup- 
port of that assertion, I direct your attention to the 
fact that over twelve hundred bills were passed by 
the legislature of my own state, although four hun- 
dred eighty-four of them were prevented from be- 
coming laws by advisory or other action on the part 
ot the Governor. What a commentary on hasty leg- 
islation is to be found in the action of a Governor 
who keeps nearly five hundred bills from becoming 
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laws! And the Speaker of the Assembly which 
passed all these bills, as he surveyed the winter’s 
work from a Chautauquan platform, said: ‘‘It is a 
terrible death to be governed to death. In my judg- 
ment we have laws enough.”’ 

But the New York legislature does not rank as 
the leader in hasty legislation, for a much smaller 
state made over a thousand laws in two months. 
Think of it, you who have spent all your lives in the 
study of the law. Could you ascertain the necessity 
for, let alone critically examine the phraseology of a 
of a thousand laws in two months? 

An interesting feature of some of the legislation 
of the year is to be found in the efforts made to pre- 
vent the railroad corporations from contesting the 
validity of statutes in the courts. Under the Min- 
nesota Statute, for instance, if the General Coun- 
sel of a railroad corporation should advise, on re- 
quest for his opinion by his client, that the rates 
prescribed by the statute and, 
therefore, in violation of the due process of law pro- 
vision of the Constitution, immediately he would be 
liable to be taken from his office to some remote 
county of the state and imprisoned in the county jail 
for ninety days.

Some of the hasty legislation is due, in part at 
least, to an agitation in favor of the 
tion of a larger measure of control by the Fed- 
eral Government. The arguments in favor of 
action in that direction by the federal authorities 
have based to a considerable extent on 
the assertion that the states have failed in their 
duty. The specifie charge has been made that, 
through their action, legislation has been secured 
distinctly in aid of corporate schemes which have 
developed into corporate evils; that efficient reme- 
dial legislation has been defeated; and that admin- 
istrative officials have permitted acts in defiance of 
law, until men standing at the head of great cor- 
porate interests have dared openly to disregard it.

Most of the intelligent men of my state and its 
immediate neighboring states would, I think, con- 
cede this to be in some measure true. But the ad- 
mission does not make the charge any the more 
palatable. Instead it tends to arouse the public- 
spirited citizen from his lethargy and to stimulate 
him to demand local ecivie righteousness, while the 
public servant, on the other hand, seeks to hide 
from his constituents the consequences of his fail- 
ure to do his duty by much denunciative speaking 
coupled with efforts toward law making and law 
enforcing in harmony with his loud accusations. 

Now, he who surveys the action of the legisla- 
tive and executive departments of the state govern- 
ments during the last few months, cannot with truth 
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say that they have been inactive during this period. 
Nor ean he say that the Federal Government has 
been more active or more drastic in its action than 
have the states. But it ean be said, and therefore 
it should be said, that the Federal Government be- 
gan the crusade. Therein was to be found, it seems 
to me, the sole basis for the assumption that the 
Federal Government, had it possessed the power. 
would have done better than the states. That as- 
sumption, considered in the light of the cireum- 
stances preceeding and possibly inducing it, presents 
but a feeble argument in favor of taking away any 
authority now enjoyed by the states in order to 
confer it upon the National Government. And yet 
many honest, patriotic men who think otherwise, 
men who believe that it were better that the states 
were shorn of much of their power, seeing the neg- 
let of officials or citizens, or both, in the state or 
states to which they owe allegiance, would abandon 
all attempts to right the wrongs, surrender juris- 
diction, and pass the responsibility on to the Fed- 
eral Government. 


There was ardent support for a strong centralized 
government prior to the adoption of our present 
In the beginning, the advocates of this idea 
could see only failure in the plan adopted. Almost 
a century and a quarter of actual experience has 
shown that they were mistaken—so mistaken that 
nearly a century later, after studying the federal 
constitution in the light not only of the cireum- 
stances surrounding its drafting, but also of its prac- 
tical working, Gladstone characterized it as ‘‘The 
most wonderful work struck off at a given time by 
the brain and purpose of man.’’ When these words 
were written probably few of our people would have 
disagreed with him.

But finding now many abuses under the present 
distribution of powers, some turn to their redistri- 
bution as furnishing what seems to them the only 
hope of relief. They urge that the powers conferred 
may have been judiciously distributed when the 
Federal Constitution was created, but that the coun- 
try has so expanded and conditions have become 
so changed as to present a situation so widely dif- 
ferent as to require changed treatment. 

So far as this argument implies that the Constitu- 
tion should be so amended as to confer further pow- 
ers upon the National Government, it is not my pur- 
pose to consider it. The Constitution has proved 
the wisdom of the men who perfected it. No one 
provision better demonstrates this fact than that 
providing for the method of amendment, under 
which fifteen articles have to this time been added. 
In the course of time there will no doubt be others. 
Perhaps one outcome from the present situation and 
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the resulting discussion, will be a proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States. Un- 
til its appearance, the discussion of the merit of such 
a measure can be postponed. We have now to deal 
with a very different question. 

Indeed, it is claimed that, from the adoption of 
the Federal Constitution down to the present time, 
we have proceeded upon the mistaken assumption 
that certain powers supposed to belong to the states, 
did in fact reside in the National Government—an 
assumption which has been shared by representa- 
tives of the various powers of the Federal Govern- 
ment, as well as by the like representatives of the 
State Governments. While no one, to my knowl- 
edge, has stated the question in terms so broad as 
that just used, nevertheless, in the end, it amounts 
to this if the present claim is allowed that powers 
hitherto exercised by the states with the knowledge 
and consent of the Federal Government, may now 
be exercised by the Federal Government. The only 
foundation for this doctrine would be the assertion 
that the powers were wrongly exercised in the first 
instance and that ever since the states have usurped 
the functions of the National Government. 

This must be so, since the enumerated powers 
vested in the Federal Government and the powers 
reserved to the states and to the people by the Con- 
stitution and in the first amendment comprising 
ten articles, have not been changed. The thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments in no wise re- 
late to the powers now being considered. The Con- 
stitution as to them stands as it did in the beginning. 
It seems rather late to argue after a century of judi- 
cial and political interpretation, with the acquies- 
cence of every department of both State and Federal 
Governments, that the Constitution is not after all 
what it has seemed to be all these years. That as a 
matter of fact, although a contrary opinion has 
been unanimously entertained for a century, the 
Federalists achieved in great measure the victory 
for which they strove. 

It is however true, that, on every hand, we hear 
not only suggestions of a broader control by the 
Federal Government of corporations than the Con- 
stitution seems to warrant, but also arguments to 
the effect that, while the necessary power is not to 
be found among the enumerated powers in the Con- 
stitution, the desired result may be brought about 
under the inherent or sovereign powers of govern- 
ment. 

The claim for federal control has been made by 
representatives of insurance interests as a measure 
of relief from state supervision, and by certain rail- 
road officials for practically the same reason. One 
of the latter in a recent address, after stating that 
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a railroad not engaged in interstate traffic is subject 
to the jurisdiction of the state, said: ‘‘ When, how- 
ever, it engages in interstate traffic by interchang- 
ing with other roads extending beyond the state, it 
thereby becomes interstate, and its situation under 
the law is entirely changed. It has become subject 
to the whole body of the federal law relating to in- 
terstate common carriers, and has removed itself 
from all state laws governing the same subject.’’ 
He also said: ‘‘I believe that the capitalization of 
the railroads should be directly under the federal 
law, which would provide federal authority to con- 
struct and operate a railroad, the purpose of which 
is to engage in interstate traffic either over its own 
rails or through connecting lines.’’ 

Officials and others have suggested various 
schemes having for their object the bringing of 
railroads, other corporations and interests under the 
exclusive control of the Federal Government. To 
that end national incorporation has been proposed, 
as has also a federal license system, the plan of the 
latter being to prohibit common carriers and others 
interested in commerce from participating in inter- 
state commerce without a license, the license only 
to issue upon an agreement to obey all federal re- 
quirements. 

The aim of the movement in so far as it relates 
to railroads and one of its purposes have been 
stated as follows: 

‘‘There must be vested in the Federal Govern- 
ment a full power of supervision and control over 
the railways doing interstate business. It must pos- 
sess the power to exercise supervision over the fu- 
ture issuance of stocks and bonds, either through 
a national incorporation (which I should prefer) or 
in some similar fashion. The Federal Government 
will thus be able to prevent all overcapitalization in 
the future; to prevent any man hereafter from plun- 
dering others by loading railway properties with ob- 
ligations and pocketing the money instead of spend- 
ing it in improvements.’’ 

Another contention of far-reaching import, is that 
the power of Congress to regulate commerce, which 
has been held to include the right to regulate the 
instrumentalities through which interstate commerce 
is conducted, involves the power to regulate the pro- 
ducer of articles of commerce which may or may 
not be destined to enter later into interstate com- 
merce. It is insisted that any attempted regulation 
may be made effective by prohibiting the goods of 
the manufacturer or the crops of the farmer from 
the channels of interstate commerce. These various 
contentions, some of them so new and so startling, 
represent only a few of the many. 

The object which their advocates have in view is 














































undoubtedly laudable. But that is not enough, if 
in the execution of their plans, they violate the 
Federal Constitution and directly lead toward the 
destruction of our dual government. Washington’s 
solemn admonition, in his farewell address, as to 
our duty in such an emergency, should be faith- 
fully adhered to. He said: ‘‘If in the opinion of the 
people the distribution or modification of the con- 
stitutional powers be in any particular wrong, let 
it be corrected by an amendment in the way which 
the Constitution designates. But let there be no 
change by usurption; for though this, in one in- 
stance, may be the instrument of good, it is the 
customary weapon by which free governments are 
destroyed. The precedent must always greatly over- 
balance in permanent evil any partial or transient 
benefit which the use can at any time yield.’’ 


The Fathers who framed our Constitution as well 
as those of the original thirteen States, had a whole- 
some fear of arbitrary power. They sought to limit 
governmental power by law, the source of which 
should be the people—the States to be supreme as to 
all matters, and to exercise all powers except those 
specifically granted to the national government, the 
constitution of each State to be the supreme law 
and capable of amendment only by its people. 

In this way the three departments of government 
were to be held in check and their several powers 
added to or diminished from time to time as the wis- 
dom of the people should direct. And upon the Ju- 
diciary devolved the duty of preventing violations of 
the supreme law—a duty which has been faithfully 
executed. Guided by the ideas and principles which 
prevailed in the creation of the State governments, 
the framers prepared the Constitution under which 
our national government came into existence. Every 
power with which it was deemed necessary to endow 
the national government, was given to it, and in the 
exercise of these it was made supreme. To pre- 
vent any possible assertion by the national govern- 
ment of inherent powers, those assigned to it were 
carefully and expressly enumerated. 


But to avoid even the possibility of a contrary 
claim, the Constitution was at once amended by 
the addition of ten articles—every one of which 
operated as a restraint upon the national govern- 
ment. The last one, not only disclosing the intent 
with which the Constitution was framed, but estab- 
lishing beyond even the possibility of cavil, that the 
national government is limited to the powers speci- 
fied in the Constitution creating it, reads: ‘‘The 
powers not delegated to the United States by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively or to the people.’’ 
Other powers have since been granted and in the 
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future still others may be given, but the Constitu- 
tion as it now stands forbids the exercise of any 
powers other than those granted by it. It leaves no 
room for finding in the language of the Constitu- 
tion a claim that there are certain unmentioned and 
inherent powers which the Federal Government may 
exercise. 


That claim has, however, been made in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States on more than one 
occasion, only to be denied by it. Quite recently, 
and in that interesting and most important case, 
Kansas v. Colorado, the Court was compelled by the 
contention of the Government of the United States 
to pass upon its claim to exercise certain unmen- 
tioned powers as inherent and sovereign. While the 
suit was between Kansas and Colorado, the United 
States intervened, claiming, as stated by Mr. Jus- 
tice Brewer, that ‘‘the determination of the rights 
of the two states inter esse in regard to the flow of 
waters in the Arkansas River, is subordinate to a 
superior right on the part of the national govern- 
ment to control the whole system of arid lands. 
That involves the question whether the reclamation 
of arid lands is one of the powers granted to the 
national government.’’ Continuing, the Court says: 
‘*As heretofore stated, the constant declaration of 
this Court from the beginning is that this Govern- 
ment is one of enumerated powers. ‘The Govern- 
ment, then, of the United States, can claim no 
powers which are not granted to it by the Consti- 
tution, and the powers actually granted, must be 
such as are expressly given, or given by necessary 
implication.’ Story, J., in Martin v. Hunter’s 
Lessee, 1 Wheat., 304, 326. ‘The Government of 
the United States is one of delegated, limited, and 
enumerated powers.’ United States v. Harris, 106 
U. S., 629, 635.” 

The Court then considered the powers conferred 
on Congress by Section Eight of Article One, em- 
phasizing its conclusion that they bestowed upon 
Congress no authority over arid lands. In the course 
of the discussion of that subject, the Court cited 
with approval the canon of construction laid down 
by Chief Justice Marshall in McCullough v. Mary- 
land, 4 Wheat., 405, adding, ‘‘Yet while so con- 
strued, it still is true that no unmentioned power 
passes to the national government or can rightfully 
be exercised by the Congress.’’ 

Examining the claim of the government that con- 
gressional authority over arid land is given by 
Section Three of Article Four, which prescribes in 
part that ‘‘The Congress shall have power to dispose 
of and make all needful rules and regulations re- 
specting the territory or other property belonging to 
the United States,’’ the Court says: ‘‘But clearly 
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it does not grant to Congress any legislative control 
over the States, and must, so far as they are con- 
cerned be limited to authority over the property be- 
longing to the United States within their limits. 
Appreciating the force of this counsel for the Gov- 
ernment relies upon ‘the doctrine of sovereign and 
inherent power,’ adding ‘I am aware that in advanc- 
ing this doctrine I seem to challenge great decisions 
of the Court, and I speak with deference.’

This natural construction of the orig- 
inal body of the Constitution is made absolutely cer- 
tain by the Tenth Amendment. * * * 


‘We are not here confronted with a question of 
the extent of the powers of Congress, but one of the 
limitations imposed by the Constitution on its action, 
and it seems to us clear that the same rule and spirit 
of construction must also be recognized. If powers 
granted are to be taken as broadly granted and as 
carrying with them authority to pass those acts which 
may be reasonably necessary to carry them into full 
execution; in other words, if the Constitution in its 
grant of powers is to be so construed that Congress 
shall be able to carry into full effect the powers 
granted, it is equally imperative that where prohibi- 
tion or limitation is placed upon the power of Con- 
gress that prohibition or limitation should be en- 
forced in its spirit and to its entirety.. It would be 
a strange rule of construction that language granting 
powers is to be liberally construed, and that language 
of restriction is to be narrowly and technically con- 
strued. Especially is this true when in respect to 
grants of powers there is as heretofore noticed the 
help found in the last clause of the eighth section, 
and no such helping clause in respect to prohibitions 
and limitations. The true spirit of constitutional in- 


terpretation in both directions is to give full, liberal 
construction to the language, aiming ever to show 
fidelity to the spirit and purpose.’’ 


In this last sentence of Mr. Justice Brewer is to 
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be found the just rule by which the courts, the Con- 
gress and the citizen can determine with reasonable 
certainty whether proposed federal action is within 
its authority, or constitutes a usurpation of the pow- 
ers of the states. Is it fairly within the spirit and 
purpose of some one of the grants of power? If so, 
then the action is justified. Otherwise he who sup- 
ports it is not faithful to the Constitution. 

The recent claims for federal intervention in di- 
rections heretofore unheard of, are based upon the 
Commerce and Post Road provisions of the Constitu- 
tion. As to the first, the Constitution says the Con- 
gress shall have power ‘‘to regulate commerce with 
foreign nations, and among the several states, and 
with the Indian tribes.’’ Is it within the spirit and 
purpose of that provision, that Congress may control 
the manufactures and all other productive interests 
of the states, whether controlled by individuals, or 
corporations, the creations of the state? The answer 
of even a casual student of the Constitution and the 
conditions surrounding its making, must be in the 
negative. Nor is authority lacking to support the 
proposition that production is not commerce (Kidd v. 
Pearson, 128 U. S., 1). And it is authority to regu- 
late interstate commerce, not production within a 
State, that the Constitution confers upon Congress. 
An attempt, therefore, to deny to the harmless and 
useful products of a State entry into interstate com- 
merce would violate the letter and spirit of the Con- 
stitution. Such a proposition, I believe, would not 
survive the test of constitutionality in the Supreme 
Court. But the result of even an attempt on the part 
of Congress tu seize the power of the States and de- 
prive them of so large a measure of control would be 
most unfortunate. 


It is not my purpose to discuss the merits of the 
various claims for an increase of the federal power at 
the expense of the States. In the end such of them 
as are favorably acted upon by Congress will have to 
pass the test of constitutionality before that greatest 
of all courts, the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and such statutes will stand or fall as they show, or 
fail to show, fidelity to the spirit and purpose of the 
Constitution. 


The attempts, however, on the part of the Federal 
Government to despoil the States of the powers and 
functions belonging to them, will not tend to smooth- 
ness in the working of our dual scheme of govern- 
ment. Already it has had its effect. The indigna- 
tion of the governing forces of many of the States is 
already aroused. It is shown in the legislation of the 
year. It had not a little to do, in my judgment, with 
the recent conflict of judicial authority in North 
Carolina. 

From many quarters for the past two years have 

















































come the iteration and re-iteration of the necessity 
for the assumption of federal control, based in the 
main on the feebleness or neglect of the State govern- 
ments. The tide of speech and writing, if not of 
public sentiment, has been so strong that only here 
and there could be found a person who would attempt 
to stand against it. When he was found, his motives 
were discredited. So, when a judge in the perform- 
ance of what he undoubtedly conceived to be his duty, 
restrained the operation of the legislation of a sover- 
eign State, it seemed to some, doubtless, but the cul- 
mination of a series of assaults by the Federal Gov- 
ernment upon State governments. And yet we know 
that, by the Fourteenth Amendment, the power has 
been conferred upon the courts of the United States 
to set aside State statutes, and State constitutions as 
well, if they deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law. 


It was the understanding, I dare say, of the great 
majority of the people who voted for it, that the 
purpose of the amendment was to protect the negro. 
But it was not so limited in terms, for, indeed, its 
language embraces every person. And while that 
amendment remains a part of the Constitution, the 
federal courts have jurisdiction to pass upon the 
question whether a given statute does or does not 
violate the Fourteenth Amendment. 


While this is so, it seems to me that courts, both 
federal and State, should always bear in mind that 
comity which has thus far enabled the dual jurisdic- 
tions to work together so harmoniously for the public 
good. And, further, that care should be taken that 
the procedure shall evince that deliberation that doth 
so become a judge at all times, and especially when 
the object of an action is to declare void the deliberate 
act of the legislative department of a State govern- 
ment. I have in mind an action in which application 
was made for injunction, but, before granting it, 
counsel representing the State, as well as those rep- 
resenting the plaintiff, were heard fully. The judge 
wrote his opinion and then granted an injunction 
upon conditions that would safeguard to the last 
penny every person interested. The right to grant an 
injunction under such circumstances cannot be denied, 
but the propriety of granting, on an ex parte appli- 
cation, an injunction which refuses effect to a statute 
ean and should be questioned. 

A statute upon the face of which no imperfection 
appears, and which will stand, unless it can be proved 
that it will prevent the property affected from earn- 
ing a reasonable return for the investment, is pre- 
sumptively constitutional. Its operation, therefore, 
is not a matter to be suspended for light reasons. In- 
deed, I have no hesitation in saying that in many such 
cases an appeal to the discretion of a judge that in-

junction issue could well be denied until after trial. 
The abuses lying at the foundation of the earnest 
but sometimes reckless groping for remedies, must be 
checked. And if it were necessary, in order to pro- 
mote this result, to pass through these processes, many 
of which will prove destructive of the rights and in- 
terests of a multitude of innocent and honest persons 
—still it would be well. For the property, the serv- 
ices and even the life of a citizen should be cheerfully 
sacrificed on the altar of the country’s necessities. 


So much of it though is unnecessary—aye, worse 
than that, so much of it is deliberately mischievous, 
prompted by the same spirit that cries out, ‘‘ Away 
with law and its restraints! Lynch him! Lynch 
him !’’ that every patriotic student of the times, while 
hoping for the best, fears that the consequences will 
be disastrous unless we again take up and press for- 
ward in all earnestness the shibboleth of the Fathers, 
‘*A Government of Law, not of Men.’’ When we do 
this, we shall find a faithful adherence to the consti- 
tutional plan of the Fathers, to-day as nearly ideal as 
it seemed to them. We shall love the common law as 
we have inherited and developed it in this country, 
because as a body of law it approaches more nearly 
to the ideal, in that its standard of justice is fur- 
nished by the people themselves. Hence, the better 
and higher the civilization, the more nearly does the 
common law approach the ideal. 


And we shall give more attention to statute mak- 
ing. We shall have less of it, but that which we 
do have will be of better quality. It will not at- 
tempt to cover the common law field. It will sup- 
plement the commo nlaw, substituting a new rule for 
the old oeceasionally and providing reasonable regu- 
lations for its citizens and its corporate creations. 
What method will be adopted by which the necessity 
and efficacy of a proposed statute shall be deter- 
mined before its passage, cannot be safely predicted. 
But that it would be wise to have it first passed upon 
after argument by a tribunal the equal of the best 
appellate courts in this country, seems to me very 
clear. Then would our statute law be developed with 
wisdom and caution, instead of being ground out 
from a legislative hopper at the rate of five hundred 
laws a month, as has been done in more than one 
State this year. 


Now, what can we, as individuals, do to realize 
our ideals? Many of you are doing much. Some 
are most intelligently pressing on a movement which 
originated with this Association, having for its pur- 
pose uniformity of law in the several states on certain 
important subjects. Many of our committees devote 
time and labor to the advancement of the causes 
committed to them by the Association. There is still 
more, however, that you can do and that you ought 
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to do.

The members of this Association who are in 
agreement with the proposition that we 
should make haste slowly in legislation, both state 
and national, and that until amended, the Constitu- 
tion should be adhered to according to its spirit and 
purpose, have an opportunity to help on toward our 
ideal, an opportunity for which your great legal 
knowledge, your high characters, your skill in the use 
of both tongue and pen, and your undaunted courage 
pre-eminently fit you. 


You cannot move legislators crazed with ambition. 
But the people can, and will do so when they fully 


In the development of a little more than a hun- 
dred years we have passed from a moral revolution 
to national and international materialism. We have 
gone through the periods of revolutionary patriot- 
ism, constitution construction, administrative lim- 
itation and moral expansion, and have reached the 
period in which man’s desire for material wealth is 
the supreme motive of our race. 

If the first Americans fought and wrought for 
freedom, it was done under the strongest impulse 
of religious and civil liberty. If they gave power 
to the state and nation grudgingly, it was because 
the recollection of its abuse was fresh in their 
minds. If they were forced by irresistible events 
to form a more perfect union under the constitution, 
they did it with much care to avoid making that 
union too powerful. If, year by year, they added in- 
terpretation and positive legislation to the powers 
of the general government, they did it under the 
whip and spur of a development which they could 
not control. If they set free the enslaved negroes 
and almost destroyed the Union in doing this, they 
did it under the gathering and increasing force of a 
moral revolt which became timely and inevitable on 
account of the admission of new states to the Union. 

Whatever doubt existed as to the growing power 
of the Union as a nation, disappeared when it was 
seen how far the government had gone in the as- 
sertion of its authority in carrying on and conclud- 
ing the war between the states. After the issues of 
the war were set definitely at rest and the country 
turned its attention to material development, we 
gradually took on, as a whole nation, the ambitions 
and appetites of people intent upon growing rich. 
Throughout all the years of our history the work 
of bringing forth our great resources had gone on, 
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understand the situation. And we need never fear 
they will not understand it after a time. But the 
people should be informed now. Do not forget, how- 
ever, that if you attempt it, you will be denounced 
by the demagogue and cartooned by the yellow press, 
a fate which has come to the few who have appealed 
to reason and to justice. These tactics have enforced 
silence upon many whose hearts have prompted 
them to point out the danger of government by pas- 
sion. But they cannot keep silent the earnest law- 
yers of this country for a minute after they have de- 
termined that duty calls them to speak out. God 
grant that the hour of that determination is at hand. 







desultory and uncertain at first, arrested and neg- 
lected at times, but always gaining each year and 
drafting into its great army more and more the 
men of ability, industry and enterprise. In factor- 
ies and on farms, in forests and on the frontier, 
using crudely but resolutely the readiest means fit 
for progress, the material thrift of the race set to 
work to turn all of Nature’s limitless stores into a 
fund upon which it might draw at will. This steady 
growing, insistent force, driven by the most natural 
and powerful of human impulses, that is, the desire 
for gain, gradually grew up beneath every other 
question and pushed them out of the way of its de- 
velopment. It began in New England and traveled 
toward the Mississippi Valley; and although retarded 
by the slavery in the South, it took strong hold 
there after the war. Now it reaches the remotest 
corners of the country and stimulates the energy of 
our people, native and foreign born. It is simply 
and plainly an irrepressible desire to get wealth. As 
a result of this almost universal desire and as the 
outcome of experiment and years of evolution, many 
industries of the country have come under the abso- 
lute control of little groups of men, who have man- 
aged finally to make a complete conquest in their 
particular field of activity. In order to gain this 
perfect control, it was necessary to go through many 
costly experiments, many periods of loss and dis- 
aster, and much risk and adventure. At various 
points in the growth of these industries bankruptcy 
overtook the men engaged in them and nothing is 
left to tell the story of their ruin. The natural 
effect of such a prolonged contest was the injury to, 
if not the destruction of, others engaged in like 
business, who were not strong enough to survive the 
struggle. Finally, if not the fittest, at least the

strongest survived and held without dispute certain 
industries. Finding themselves without serious 
rivalry in their especial lines, they applied the 
shrewdest kind of economy in management, the 
boldest kind of courage in extension, the keenest 
kind of trade instinct in driving bargains, and to 
these added the most natural kind of appetite for 
gain. 

These industrial concerns reached out in every 
direction for allies in order to strengthen them- 
selves. They took great pains to watch the public 
affairs in order to make taxation light and to obtain 
any favors which the government could bestow. 
They sought and secured alliance with railroads for 
the purpose of getting their hauling done a little 
cheaper than others. In short, they did everything 
which, according to their long, hard training in the 
competitive struggle, had been found helpful in the 
race for wealth and power. The natural result of 
this growth and this exclusive control was hardship 
and injustice to others less able to take care of them- 
selves, and a certain amount of influence with gov- 
ernmental agencies which, while not always corrupt, 
was always dangerous. Prices could be dictated, 
competition made impossible, supply regulated; in 
fact, any one of these industries was impregnable in 
its own field of endeavor. It was not long before 
sporadic appeals were made to the public; then fol- 
lowing these an occasional action brought in court 
by individuals, and still following this, spasmodic 
efforts of state officials to compel them to pay taxes 
and to enforce laws against the restraint of trade, 
and, in many forms, to subject them to the control 
of some authority. The many methods of incorpora- 
tion and the many avenues open to escape these spo- 
radic efforts to control them, made it practically 
impossible to subject them to a firm and constant 
control. Their influence was strong in polities, be- 
cause they did represent great material prosperity 
and thrift and they furnished abundant opportunity 
for the employment of all grades of labor. Their 
influence pervaded social life because they were built 
up by clean, high-minded, strong-hearted men, who 
loved to have and enjoy the means of social advance- 
ment. Their influence was strong in the churches, 
because earnest, sober, well-disciplined men were re- 
quired to perfect the organization. Political parties 
timidly criticized the principle of monopoly, but 
never really meant to lay a very heavy hand upon 
them, for political parties are simply the instru- 
ments with which material development sometimes 
does its work. As long as a party is a flexible in 
strument, fit to promote the interests of material de- 
velopment, it is used, and when it ceases to serve 
this useful purpose it is thrown aside and some other 
party is taken in its stead. Parties do not make 


development, they simply conform to it. They do 
not make events, they simply try to interpret them. 
Well, these great industries have grown past the 
day of competition, past the direct influence of pop- 
ular sentiment, past the control of local communi- 
ties, past the conscious reach of the State; and as 
they have grown they have taken with them, into 
the public relations which they inevitably sustain, 
all of the shrewd, trading instincts of the smaller 
trader. They seem to have at times overlooked the 
thought that the larger they grew, the more they 
control, and the more they become the sole depend- 
ence of mankind in their department of the world’s 
economy, just that much more have the people at 
large an interest in the way they exercise that abso- 
lute control. Without doubt there came with their 
growth certain evils and excesses which required 
correction, and it is beyond dispute that the correc- 
tion of these evils and excesses could not be safely 
left to mere chance or change. The fact that these 
evils and excesses did come with this great and rapid 
growth is not surprising, nor is it a sufficient reason 
for an assault upon economic forms of thrift and en- 
terprise. The truth is, that in ‘‘hard times,’’ which 
oceasionally come upon us, the people are so anxious 
to have good times, they will either openly or tacitly 
license any form of industrial enterprise in order to 
bring about the one desirable thing—prosperity. 
So, periodically we taken the ‘‘bridles off,’’ so to 
speak, and let every form of enterprise grow in 
whatever direction it may choose. Then again, 
when everything seems safe and the country’s pros- 
perity seems invulnerable, we ask the nation to 
‘*hobble’’ these industries, tie them hand and foot, 
and impose upon them the severest form of restraint. 

At the present time we are witnessing a period of 
investigation and restraint, which, following so 
closely on the heels of a great’ campaign for ‘‘re- 
stored confidence,’’ seems to prove the sporadic na- 
ture of our economic reforms. We must stick to the 
facts, however, and not get so excited as not to be 
able to see things in front of us. There were certain 
great industries in the country which required some 
sort of check upon some branches of their activity. 
Whether from habit or from long-continued immu- 
nity, they nevertheless had come to feel that they 
were securely intrenched and were not subject to 
any authority except the self-regulating influence of 
trade and rivalry. They were not on this account to 
be outlawed, nor were their operators to be accused 
as criminals, for whatever wrong they brought was 
at the express invitation of both political parties and 
the implied aequiescence of the government itself. 

President Roosevelt came to his great office the 
second time just when we were at the height of our 
great prosperity. He could not be blinded as to the 
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existence of certain of these evils, nor to the fact 
that they were multiplying with the years. It is 
true that the attention of the country had been 
called to them, and that our publie men, notably Mr. 
Bryan, had for many years pointed out their exist- 
ence and the menace flowing from them; but the 
time was not ripe for the application of remedies. 
Mr. Bryan, unfortunately for his ambitions, called 
attention to them at one of those periods when the 
country had taken the ‘‘bridle off,’’ and did not 
wish to hear of restraint. President McKinley had 
stood as the representative of restored confidence 
and re-established prosperity. His party had been 
made the medium by material interests to bring 
these things about. When President Roosevelt came 
to power with a direct commission from the people 
he came at a time when these questions had to be 
met or evaded. The struggle of the Titans was 
bound to ensue. The assertion of some authority 
had to be made. The correction of some evils had 
to be accomplished. Another one of those periods 
had arrived when the ‘‘hobbles’’ had to be put on 
and particular industries subjected to severe re- 
straint. Confidence was restored, prosperity was re- 
established, and these blessings were thought to be 
perpetual. 

In addition to this, rising and aggressive schools 
of radicalism were making great headway in the 
populous cities, and if these evils were left to grow 
until some representative of this new radicalism 
came to power, it were difficult to predict to what 
extent the revolution would go. 

President Roosevelt was confronted with three dis- 
tinct dangers, when he undertook to apply the 
remedy. 

The first was, that he would precipitate a general 
war on thrift and enterprise in an effort to lop off 
the evils manifest in some industries. 

The second was, that he would wrench the power 
of the National Government in his effort to extend 
its jurisdiction of the new subject-matter. 

The third was, that in his resolute endeavor to 
make government an instrument for the betterment 
of mankind, he would unwittingly recognize the 
most advanced forms of socialism and give to them 
great encouragement. 

The first of these would be acute, disastrous, but 
not irretrievable. 

The second would be far-reaching, revolutionary 
and fatally permanent. 

The third would be long in coming, not imme- 
diately felt, but essentially a recognized part of the 
policy of a great nation hereafter. 

Resolutely he set himself to the task, and we are 
now concerned with just what the precise result of 
this struggle will be. 
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It is not questioned that he has established the 
supremacy of the National Government over every 
and all manner of industrial giants. It is not dis- 
puted that he has caused a higher standard of eco- 
nomic justice and honesty to be erected in these very 
industries. It cannot be contended that he has not 
employed all the powers of his great office in what 
he earnestly believed was for the betterment of man- 
kind. 

The first serious question that grows out of his as- 
sertion of the power of the National Government, is 
whether it does not serve to efface the lines of the 
State and make a fact instead of a prophecy out of 
a statement of his Secretary, Mr. Root. In other 
words, whether it does not mean that hereafter every 
great question must be solved by the Federal Gov- 
ernment alone. 

The second serious question that grows out of his 
accusation against certain industries, is whether it 
has not already gone far enough and already threat- 
ens to create an acute attack of destroyed confi- 
dence. Of course, the mere risk of destroying con- 
fidence is not a sufficient reason for refusing to reso- 
lutely prosecute great evils. 

The third serious question growing out of his 
effort for the betterment of the human race by 
using the Government as an agency for that purpose, 
is whether he has not unconsciously but surely com- 
mitted us as a nation to the primary theory of the 
most enlightened form of socialism; and whether or 
not, if the Government is to be used as an agency 
for the betterment of mankind, that struggle for bet- 
terment will not always require it continually to ex- 
tend its authority until it reaches the point where it 
will control all of the agencies for production and 
distribution. 

As to the first question, it must not be understood 
in speaking of ‘‘State rights’’ that I mean that kind 
of State rights which justifies ‘‘secession’’ or ‘‘nulli- 
fication ;’’ that unhappy controversy was settled by 
the fortunes of war. The sovereignty of the State 
as now employed means the keeping intact of the 
full measure of authority and power residing in the 
people primarily and exercised by the State Goy- 
ernment when not prohibited by the State Constitu- 
tion. As the State Government may do anything 
which is not prohibited by the Federal Constitution, 
or the Constitution of the State, dnd as the Federal 
Government may not do, or should not do, anything 
which is not fairly authorized in the Federal Con- 
stitution, it seems clear that the State Government 
is naturally the most flexible medium for the ex- 
pression and enforcement of the will of the people. 
It is the one agency especially adapted to meet and 
solve all new questions. No problem is so modern 
or so complex that it may not be met under the re- 





serve powers of the people acting through the States. 
Whether the States have suffered these problems to 
g) unsolved is not the question. 

On the other hand, the National Government, ex- 
ercising no original powers and incapable of initia- 
tive, unbending in its fixed limitations, is not 
adapted as an instrument to meet the changing 
forms of industry and the growing complications of 
a developing country. Logically therefore, it 
would seem that the State, as a sovereignty extending 
to every department not forbidden by the Constitu- 
tion, could best encounter and solve the new and 
difficult problems. Logically, it would seem that 
the National Government, set as it is, within 
a specific grant, is wholly unsuited—unless this grant 
be enlarged or set aside—to the difficult conditions 
presented by our growing and complicated economic 
questions. So that, so far as the scheme of our 
government is concerned, it is admirably adapted 
by the distribution of its powers to deal effect- 
ively with all problems. I know it is asserted, not 
without much foundation, that the States have 
not grasped and enforced the authority which lay 
within their hands and that the crisis has arrived 
when, on account of this inertia of the States, 
the Federal Government must act instead; but this 
hasty selection of the Federal Government as a 
means of correction leaves out of account the natural 
principle that in all great questions the solu- 
tion comes very slowly and only after it has bur- 
dened the conscience and judgment of the country 
with its weight for a long period. It also overlooks 
the fact that if the Republic is to continue as a Re- 
public, in substance as well as in form, it must do 
so through a rigid regard for the broad foundations 
upon which it was built. The stripping of the 
States of their power by the exercise of the same 
power on the part of the Federal Government may 
effectively correct existing evils, but no amount of 
work or reconstruction will ever restore to them that 
which they have lost, if what they lost is held and 
exercised by the Federal Government. The proces- 
sion thus set in motion toward the center will not 
turn back until it has been resolved into its orig- 
inal elements under a new governmental adventure. 

It is also claimed that there are some aspects of 
interstate development which cannot be wholly dealt 
with by the States. I think, however, a more cor- 
rect way of putting it is to say, that there are some 
features of interstate business which the States have 
failed to deal with as they should. 


The net result of the President’s policy in so far 
as it affects the States, will be either to supersede 
their authority by the authority of the Nation, or 
awaken them to the imminent danger which threat- 
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ens to reduce them to mere hollow forms, instead of 
virile and sovereign republics. We can all see clear- 
ly that the provocation for the*assertion of more 
Federal power is great, and we can all see just as 
clearly that the States have not kept alive and grown 
with the march of events. But many of us have 
been looking with increasing concern upon that pol- 
icy which will bring about absolutism, as expressed 
in a nation, instead of a union of commonwealths; a 
poliey which threatens to reduce ‘‘an indissoluble 
union of indestructible States’’ to a growing union 
of indefinable States. The question as to whether 
this will in the end prevail, like all such questions, 
finally rests with the people of the States. It is one, 
in a qualified sense, of their capacity for local self- 
government. I prefer to believe that they have this 
capacity and that they ought to be permitted to 
exercise it. 

The second serious question growing out of the 
President’s investigation of some of the industries 
of the country is not simply a question of disturbing 
business, because if business is done wrong and that 
wrong is against the public, it ought to be disturbed. 
of the policy of the Government, thrift and industry 
shall suffer under the espionage of that Government, 
—an espionage which is capable of great injury and 
misdirection. The acute question is, whether we 
have not already assailed the business of the coun- 
try about as much as it will stand? 


We sat by and acquiesced in the growth of busi- 
ness according to existing standards; we hailed men 
of intrepid spirit in commerce as ‘‘captains of in- 
dustry.’’ The Government, in various ways, ex- 
tended its protection to them and gave them in one 
form and another, its favor, if not its bounty. We 
taught the average business man the standard of in- 
tegrity to which he now holds. We encouraged him 
to expect that the Government would favor him be- 
cause he was developing the country. We educated 
him to the view that, as we do not hold a soldier to 
the highest standard of moral conduct as long as he 
is a brave soldier, we did not mind his shrewd spec- 
ulative instinct so long as he developed the re- 
sources of the country. We rightly recognized the 
fact that many men must fail in each industry be- 
fore one would finally sueceed. We knew that each 
concern was burdened with a debt which came from 
the cost of improvement and change, and that as this 
cost increased there was a growing demand that the 
service or commodity which that concern controlled 
should be reduced in price to the public. Knowing, 
as we all know, that out of all of these things evils 
were bound to come, and did come, yet is it not 
about time to take the strong fingers of the nation 
from the throat of industry and let it breathe easy 
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until it can get its bearings and have time to reflect 
over the severe ‘‘drubbing’’ which has been admin- 
istered ? 

The third serious question growing out of the 
policy of the Government is, as I have said, not im- 
mediate nor imminent. Hitherto we have accepted 
and acted upon the theory that the function of gov- 
ernment is the protection of life, liberty and prop- 
erty. This meant simply that in all economic mat- 
ters affecting the production and distribution of 
wealth, the Government stood as a negative power 
to which anyone aggrieved on account of a viola- 
tion of its laws could appeal for protection. The 
new order of things, necessarily growing out of an 
effort to deal with new questions, seems to go further 
than this, and to hold that the Government, instead 
of being a great neutral or negative force, is a vital, 
growing affirmative policy, designed to bring about 
not merely political and civil equality, but to estab- 
lish a sort of economic equality—a policy which 
concerns itself with the wealth of the rich and the 
poverty of the poor; a policy which, if carried out 
to the last analysis, would require that the Govern- 
ment take upon itself the burden of rendering meas- 
ureably equal not only opportunity but the fruits of 
opportunity. A policy, in short, which would have 
the Government see to it that the rich do not grow 
too rich, and that the poor do not grow too poor. A 
policy naturally attractive to the broad, deep, human 
sympathies of the human race. But if it is adopted, 


the very thing which has made men risk their lives 
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and fortunes in the conquest of Nature will be taken 
away. The prize for which men of daring have con- 
tended and on account of which the tremendous 
machinery of modern industry has been put together, 
will no longer excite their ambitions or attract their 
hopes. There are no wars in which men may become 
conquering heroes. There is no Elizabethan age in 
which men may strive for excellence in literature. 
There are no undiscovered worlds to which they may 
go as adventuresome discoverers. There is no form- 
ative revolutionary period to whose absorbing prob- 
lems they may give the force of their genius. 
There are no constitutions to be formulated and 
adopted, to the building and expounding of which 
they may develop their energy and industry. There 
is no religious crusade in which they may enlist 
and contribute their thought and labor. There is 
open to them the one thing upon which the world 
agrees is the supreme test of genius,. and that is 
the getting of wealth and power. If the Govern- 
ment extends its power so as to reach and arrest the 
course of their energy and genius in this one thing, 
then at least we will not marvel if industrial de- 
pression and inertia ensue. 


I would not be understood as suggesting that 
President Roosevelt consciow¥ly stands for this, or 
that he is anything but the most intense lover of the 
Republic; but I may be permitted to call attention 
to some of the things which I think his policy may 
ultimately produce. 








The Police Power—Its Importance and Development 
(Continued from September) 


A statute of Dllinois regulating warehouses and 
charges for storage was sustained by the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of Munn vs. 
People,’ and in that case Chief Justice Waite, ren- 
dering the opinion, said: ‘‘Property does become 
clothed with a public interest when used in a manner 
to make it of public consequence and affect the com- 
munity at large. When, therefore, one devotes his 


property to a use in which the public has an interest, 
he, in effect, grants to the public an interest in that 
use, and must submit to be controlled by the public 
for the common good, to the extent of the interest 
he has thus created. He may withdraw his grant

by discontinuing the use; but, so long as he main- 
tains the use, he must submit to the control. . . . 
But we need not go further. Enough has already 
been said to show that, when private property is 
devoted to a public use, it is subject to public regu- 


lation.’’ 


The case last mentioned was cited with approval 
by Mr. Justice Shiras in the case of Brass vs. 
North Dakota,’ involving a statute of the State of 
North Dakota regulating warehouses and charges 
for storage, and said statute was sustained as against 
the contention that it was in conflict with the above 
mentioned provisions of Section 8, Article 1, and

also the Fourteenth Amendment of the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

Neither can a person acquire a vested right to 
continue in any business which subsequently be- 
comes the subject of regulation by statute of the 
State or ordinance of the municipality in which the 
business is conducted. A foreign insurance com- 
pany does not acquire any vested rights, by comply- 
ing with the existing police regulations and comity 
daws, which cannot be affected by subsequent 
changes in such regulations or laws,’ and the same 
rule has been applied to other occupations and lines 
of business.” 

Notwithstanding the fact that the United States 
Supreme Court, as we have seen, concedes to the 
several States the right, in the exercise of this 
power, to regulate the sale of articles of interstate 
commerce for the protection of the public health and 
against fraud,’ yet Congress has also exercised that 
right by the enactment of legislation designed to 
accomplish the same results, brt applied exclusively 
to articles of interstate commerce. Although this 
sovereign right of police power was never surren- 
dered by the States to the Federal Government, it 
does not necessarily follow that the Federal Govern- 
ment cannot by proper legislation also exercise the 
police power within the limits of its enumerated or 
implied powers under the Federal Constitution, and 
properly understood and regulated the co-ordinate 
existence of the right to exercise this power by both 
the States and the Federal Government should tend 
to co-operation and give additional strength and force 
to this power rather than lead to conflict between 
the two forms of government. 

In the matter of transportation, Congress has en- 
acted statutes regulating the transportation of pas- 
sengers and property and rates and charges there- 
for; but in the amendment of June 29, 1906, is 
found the following provision: ‘‘Provided, how- 
ever, that the provisions of this act shall not apply 
to the transportation of passengers or property or 
to the receiving, delivering, storage or handling of 
property wholly within one State and not shipped 
to or from a foreign country from or to any State 
or Territory, as aforesaid.’’ 

Therefore concerning articles of commerce where 
the transaction is entirely within the State, the

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latter’s right to legislate is supreme, but where the 
article is a subject of interstate commerce and is 
deleterious to health or a subject of fraud or de- 
ception the right of the State and of the Federal 
Government to enact and enforce laws is concur- 
rent, and might by analogy be compared with the 
right of the Federal Government, the State and 
municipality to concurrently prescribe regulations 
and enforce licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. 

In the matter of transportation companies, as dis- 

tinguished from articles of commerce, the Federal 
Government exercises the exclusive right to regu- 
late them so far as interstate matters are concerned, 
leaving to the several States the right to legislate 
where the transportation of passengers or property 
is confined to the State, or from one point in the 
State fo another point therein. 
- The reason why the concurrent sight exists to 
regulate the sale of articles of interstate commerce 
by both State and Federal legislation, but the right 
to regulate interstate transportation exists ex- 
clusively in Congress, is probably to be found in 
the fact that subjects of commerce may be the sub- 
jects of fraud and deception, dangerous or dele- 
terious to health, whereas in the case of transporta- 
tion companies such objections would not exist, the 
legislation pertaining more especially to rates of 
transportation. 

In addition to the exercise of the police power 
by the Federal and State governments, municipal- 
ities, as we all know, also possess and exercise police 
powers in the enactment of ordinances covering 
various subjects, such as licenses for hackmen, dray- 
men, saloons and various other occupations and pur- 
suits, and otherwise in providing regulations for the 
protection of the public health and safety. 


That authority exists, therefore, for exercising the 
police power by the enactment of laws by the Fed- 
eral Government and States, and ordinances by 
municipalities, within the proper spheres of their 
jurisdiction, without necessarily conflicting one with 
the other, is a natural and logical conclusion, and 
complianee with all of them may be required and 
punishment for the violation of each imposed. 


The strides which have been taken, both legisla- 
tive and judicial, during the last decade, toward 
the protection of the public from unwholesome 
foods, frauds and impositions in articles in common 
use, whether food stuffs or not, and in protecting 
the public against improper and monopolistic com- 
binations of persons and corporations and_ extor- 
tionate rates and unjust discriminations at the 
hands of public carriers and warehousemen, evinces 
a disposition on the part of the law-making bodies 
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and courts to keep pace with the times. This is an 
encouraging and healthy condition of affairs and is 
in harmony with the spirit of our popular form of 
government, designed by the framers of the Federal 
Constitution to ‘‘promote the general welfare.”’ 

We look with pride and approval upon the ad- 
vancement in the arts and sciences and the develop- 
ment and growth of our commercial and industrial 
interests, but at the same time we must remember 
that in the race for supremacy and wealth, barriers 
must be erected against the employment of danger- 
ous, unfair and illegitimate means of acquiring 
them, and that restraint and regulation by proper 
means and agencies must be provided to stand be- 
tween human cupidity and the unsuspecting public. 
Time and experience alone can determine the best 
methods—those which shall prevent the evils and at 
the same time not destroy the fruits of industry, 
genius and capital. It should not be our desire to 
cut down the tree of prosperity, but to so prune 
it that it shall be symmetrical. 

This tendency of the courts tu keep abreast of 
the times is well stated by one court, as follows’: 
‘*The (police) power being such an important and 
comprehensive one its application must be special 
and allowed to expand and take in new subjects 
from time to time, as trade and business advance 
and new conditions arise.’’ 

New uses and applications of electricity, steam 
and other methods of producing power, labor-saving 
devices, new schemes for perpetrating fraud or de- 
ceiving the public, new lines of business or methods 
of conducting the same, must be met and regulated 
by appropriate legislation for the protection of 
society. New subjects for the application of the 
police power are being discovered daily and still 
new ones are certain to arise in the future. The 
boundaries of its exercise must of necessity be 
flexible. The authority of the governments, both 
Federal and State, to meet and justly settle the 
perplexing problems arising out of conflicts between 
capital and labor, the watering of stock and other 
abuses by corporations, and similar questions, lies in 
this right of sovereignty, the police power. 

If I may be permitted to indulge in a prophecy, I 
would say that the progress along this line in the 
last decade will be surpassed in the next, because 
the rapid advancement along all lines makes it clear 
to me that the exigencies of the times will certainly 
require it. 

Not only the contending parties, but also the gen- 
eral public have an interest in many of the con- 
troversies between employers and employees where 
they affect commerce, transportation or commodities

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in common use. The public are also interested in 
the conduct of corporations, the manner of issuing 
stocks and bonds and the bases thereof. It is not 
only interested because it purchases stock in such 
corporations, but also for the purpose of taxation 
and as a basis for fixing rates of transportation. The 
public has the right to know whether the stock and 
bonds are issued upon valuations which are exag- 
gerated and fictitious, or whether such values are 
actual and physical ones. With the large increase 
in population and commerce of the country and the 
number and wealth of corporations, these and sim- 
ilar questions wherein the public’s rights are in- 
volved become augmented in importance. That the 
power exists to cure abuses where the public’s in- 
terests are concerned can no longer be doubted. That 
private property (unless it is inherently vicious, as 
being dangerous to public health or welfare) should 
not be confiscated in so doing, is the counterbalance. 
Althought the rights of the public are paramount to 
the rights of the individual, the latter’s rights must 
not be ignored. An intermediate method whereby 
the rights of both are secured, and neither is 
wronged, is the course which is sought, and it is 
manifest, judging the future by the past, that wise, 
conservative, and yet progressive, statesmanship and 
judicial interpretation will accomplish this result, 
and that the development of the police power in 
the United States, gradual as it has been, and grad- 
ual as it must be hereafter, will nevertheless surely 
accomplish these great results for the welfare of 
society. 

The general principle was laid down over two 
hundred years ago that when private property is 
‘‘affected with a public interest it ceases to be 
juris privati only.’’ That doctrine has since been 
permitted to gradually expand so as to cover a mul- 
titude of subjects that did not then exist, and it does 
not require a great stretch of imagination to con- 
ceive of laws in the future regulating the price of 
such public necessities as coal, illuminating oil, 
flour, etc., within reasonable limits not amounting 
to confiscation, if it should become necessary to do 
so in order to protect the public from extortion. 

Within the scope of this paper I have of necessity 
merely endeavored to call attention to some of the 
more general features and important applications of 
this power, its great and growing importance in the 
light of our present civilization, to the necessity 
for a tendency toward its wise and liberal exercise 
so as to keep pace with the development of our re- 
sources, advancement in the arts and sciences, the 
progress of our commerce and industries and con- 
ditions, and incidentally to the possibilities and pro- 
babilities of invoking this important and necessary 
sovereign right in the future.

NEW JERSEY’S NEW DIVORCE LAW. 

New Jersey has adopted a new divorce law which 
will go into effect on January 1 and which seems 
well caleulated to cause consternation to arise in the 
ranks of the affinity seekers who may be looking 
around for a favoring state. In brief, the statutory 
grounds remain the same, viz. adultery and desertion, 
but there is added a proviso that where suit is brought 
for a cause arising in another state, divorce will be 
refused if the offense is not by statute declared suf- 
ficient in the commonwealth where committed.

STRIKING AT THE GUILTY PARTIES. 

In his address on September 18 before the Ken- 
tucky Bankers’ Association, Mr. Henry Clews, of New 
York, voiced the popular discontent with the methods 
of the trust-busters. Time and again has it been 
pointed out that the true remedy for rebating and 
other willful violations of law is not to be found in 
the infliction of heavy penalties on the guilty cor- 
porations, but on the responsible and guilty officers 
of those corporations, and not alone by fine, but by 
imprisonment. 

As put by Mr. Clews: ‘‘It should, therefore, be the 
future policy of both the Federal Government and 
the States to punish corporations for illegal practices 
by criminal proceedings against those in their employ 
who are found to be responsible for them. Thus pun- 
ishments will be confined to the guilty, and confidence 
will be restored among investors, for such prosecutions 
would in no way tend to depreciate the value of the 
stocks and bonds of the corporations concerned.”’ 

This is well enough as far as it goes—only as soon 
as individual prosecutions come into vogue, we ven- 
ture the prophecy that there will be a considerable 
inerease of dummy directors and our District Attor- 
neys will probably discover that the guilty party is 
some ten dollar per week bookkeeper possessed of but 
the one qualifying share of stock. 





A NEW REBATE DECISION. 

There have been so many decisions lately on the 
rebate question that it is hard work to keep track of 
them all. One of the most important was handed 
down on September 23 by the U. S. Cireuit Court of 
Appeals sitting at Denver, Col. 

The case was originally a criminal prosecution 
against the Great Northern Railway Company, and 
the offenses charged in the indictment consisted of 
granting rebates on each of fifteen distinct carload 
shipments of corn and oats shipped by a Minneapolis 
dealer to Seattle. The schedule of the railway at 
that time fixed. the rate on these commodities at 50 
cents for 100 pounds, and the rebates granted con- 
sisted of allowances ranging from 15 to 20 cents for 
100 pounds. 

The point was made that the Elkins act of 1903, 
making it an offense and fixing punishment for grant- 
ing rebates, was repealed by the Hepburn act of 1906 
in such a way that thereafter there could be no prose- 
cution of offenses committed prior to the passage of 
the Hepburn law. The District Court ruled against 
this contention of the railway company. 
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The Cireuit Court of Appeals holds that the special 
saving clause in the Hepburn act does not mention 
the particular subject of the general saving clause in 
Section 3 of the Revised Statutes of the United States, 
and as the special saving clause can have reasonable 
purpose and operation without infringing on the pro- 
visions of the general saving clause, it does not repeal 
the latter. 





KILLING OFF THE HABITUAL CRIMINAL. 

Attorney General Bonaparte on September 18, 
before the National Prison Congress at Chicago, put 
forth a bold suggestion when he proposed the inflic- 
tion of the death penalty upon habitual criminals. 
Had Mr. Bonaparte used the term ‘‘instinctive’’ in 
the place of ‘‘habitual’’ criminal, we think that his 
logic would have been stronger. The habitual crim- 
inal, it is said, is eapable of reform, however slight 
the chance may be. The instinctive criminal, pos- 
sessing as hé does, no sense of right or wrong, a moral 
imbecile to all intents and purposes, from the cold- 
blooded standpoint of the strict utilitarian is far bet- 
ter out of the way. Amending the plan proposed in 
this particular, it is not unattractive, although the 
day when we are prepared to cut off the unworthy 
members of society in this fashion is probably far 
remote. 

Our attorney-general observed, and the observa- 
tion has already been made by others, but this does 
not militate against its force and effect: ‘‘The pri- 
mary purpose of punishment is to assure obedience 
to the law; when inflicting punishment, the State 
looks, not to the past, but to the future, not to the 
individual who has disobeyed and now suffers, but to 
all the individuals in like case with him who may 
hereafter fear to disobey by reason of his suffering. 
It is of great, even of vital, consequence to bear these 
facts in mind while dealing with this subject, for 
many persons and especially any penologists are dis- 
posed to overlook them. Nevertheless, it is true that 


punishment fails if the criminal remains as dangerous 
to society after he has suffered it as he was before. 
While the chastisement of each particular offender 
looks to the betterment, or at least the diminished 
harmfulness of all possible wrong-doers, still as he is 
himself one of them, and that one most directly af- 
feeted by the penalty, its effect upon him must have 
due weight in considering its merits. If any form 
of punishment renders those who have suffered it less 
willing or less able to again break the law, it is a good 
form of punishment; if it makes less neither their 
readiness nor their capacity to do again the like 
wrong, when oceasion offers, then, in so far as it 
affects them, it is a failure.’’ 

Our penal laws are failing and failing miserably. 
Their inefficiency arises out of the fact that we are 
grading all offences and affixing to each a stated pun- 
ishment, whereas the danger to society is not so much 
in the offence as in the offender. The one question 
which should be asked is when it would be safe to 
allow this particular criminal to be at liberty. The 
futility of sentencing to imprisonment for five years 
or ten when it is well understood that, after release. 
the criminal will be as much a menace to society as 
before, should be as apparent as the fixing of set 
terms for the detention in hospitals of patients af- 
fected with a contagious disease. It may be con- 
ceded that if the indeterminate sentence is to be prop- 
erly applied we shall need more prisons and there will 
apparently be increased expense. But is it not better 
to detain the criminal rather than turn him loose to 
inflict his depredations upon society? Is it illogical 
to say that the criminal should be restrained just as 
long as he is likely to prove a menace to the com- 
munity ? 


A UNIQUE WILL. 


We have been requested to re-publish the follow- 
ing unique will which was drawn and executed by 
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Charles Lounsbury, who died in the Cook County 
Asylum at Dunning, lll. Here it is: 














‘*T, Charles Lounsbury, being of sound mind and 
disposing memory, do hereby make and publish this, 
my last will and testament, in order as justly as may 
be to distribute my interest in the world among suc- 
ceeding men. 


























‘‘That part of my interest which is known in law 
and recognized in the sheep-bound volumes as my 
property, being inconsiderable and of no account, I 
make no disposal of in this my will. 

‘*My right to live, being but a life estate, is not at 
my disposal, but these things excepted all else in the 
world I now proceed to devise and bequeath. 












































‘‘Item: I give to good fathers and mothers, in 
trust for their children, all good little words of praise 
and encouragement, and all quaint pet names and en- 
dearments, and I charge said parents to use them 
justly and generously, as the needs of their children 
may require. 



































‘‘Item: I leave to children inclusively, but only 
for the term of their childhood, all and every, the 
flowers of the fields, and the blossoms of the woods, 
with the right to play among them freely according 
to the customs of children, warning them at the same 
time against thistles and thorns. And I devise to 

, children the banks of the brooks, and the golden sands 
beneath the waters thereof, and the odors of the wil- 
lows that dip therein, and the white clouds that float 
high over the giant trees. And I leave the children 
the long, long days to be merry in, in a thousand

comes, one may skate; to have and to hold the same 
for the period of their boyhood. And all meadows 
with the clover blossoms and butterflies thereof, the 
woods and their appurtenances, the squirrels and the 
birds, and echoes and strange noises, and all distant 
places which may be visited, together with the ad- 
ventures there found.

“Item: And to those who are no longer children 
or youths or lovers, I leave memory, and I bequeath 
to them the volumes of the poems of Burns and 
Shakespeare and of other poets, if there be others, to 
the end that they may live over the old days again, 
freely and fully, without tithe or diminution. 


“Item: To our loved ones with snowy crowns I 


bequeath the happiness of old age, the love and grat- 
itude of their children until they fall asleep.’’ 
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Trapine Stamps.—An ordinance attempting to pro- 
hibit the giving of trading stamps, is in City and 
County of Denver vs. Frueauff, 88 Pac., 389; held 
not to be valid exercise of the State’s police 
power. This decision, and the one that the giving 
of trading stamps is not a gift enterprise within the 
constitutional prohibition, is by the Colorado Su- 
preme Court, in this case, based on Young vs. Com- 
monwealth, 45 S. E. Reporter, 327, and State vs. 
Dalton, 22 R. L., 77. 





ConTRACT BY GUARDIAN—LIABILITY FOR BrEAcH.— 
One renting from the guardian property belonging 
to an insane person is held, in Reams vs. Taylor 
(Utah) 8 L.R.A. (N.S.) 436, to have no right to 
hold the latter’s estate liable for injuries caused by 
breach of the guardian’s promise to make repairs. 





Inrancy.—Repudiation, after becoming of age, of 
a contract to pay for merchandise which had been 
furnished to the promisor during minority, is held, in 
Lamkin & Foster vs. Ledoux (Me.) 8 L.R.A. (N.S.) 
104, not to revest title in the vendor. 





TeLecraPH Company — MentTaL ANGUISH. — One 
who is not mentioned in a telegraph message, and 
whose interest therein is not communicated to the 
company, although he is in fact the one for whose ben- 
efit it was sent, and who paid the charge for its 
transmission, is held, in Helms vs. Western U. Teleg. 
Co. (N. C.) 8 L.R.A. (N.S.), 249, to have no right to 
recover substantial damages for mental anguish 
caused by the failure promptly to transmit and de- 
liver the message. 





Evipence—PHONOGRAPH.—Upon the question of 
damages to be allowed for diminution in value of the 
remaining property in an eminent domain proceed- 
ing, it is held, in Boyne City, G. & A. R. Co. vs. 
Anderson (Mich.) 8 L.R.A. (N.S.), 306, that a phono- 








graph may be operated before the jury to reproduce 
sounds claimed to be incident to the conduct of the 
petitioner’s business, where there is evidence to show 
that the result is a substantially accurate and trust- 
worthy reproduction of the sounds actually made. 





PARTNERSHIP AS TO THIRD Parties.—Ferguson con- 
ducted a mercantile business under the name of ‘‘De 
Soto Supply Company,’’ furnished all the capital, 
purchased all the goods, made all disbursements of 
money, and had exclusive control and management 
of the business, and by agreement with him Callaway 
furnished his own services as a clerk or salesman in 
such business, and was to receive therefor one-sixth 
of the net profits, and also furnished the services of 
another clerk or salesman, for whose services he was 
to receive another one-sixth of such profits, and whose 
wages he was to pay, whether any net profits were 
realized or not. The Supreme Court of Georgia, in 
Callaway vs. Waxelbaum (57 S. E. 762), held that, 
relatively to third persons, Ferguson and Callaway 
were partners in such business and were liable for 
the debts of the concern. 





CONSIDERATION—F'aILuRE TO CANCEL ForMER NOTE. 
—A rather novel point was made in an action brought 
by the Gansevoort Bank of New York against Gilday 
in the New York City Court (104 N. Y. Supp. 271). 
Here the bank admitted that it took the note in suit 
in payment of a previous note, which latter had been 
given to pay or take up a note previous to that one. 
Both these notes are’ of accommodation nature and 
were still retained. It is on account of this reten- 
tion that Gilday claimed that the bank is not a holder 
for value of the note in suit. The Court said: If 
that be so, then it is not a holder in due course and is 
precluded from enforcing payment of the obligation 
in question. See Neg. Inst. Law, Sections 91, 96. 
While by section 51 of the law cited an antecedent 
or pre-existing debt constitutes a valuable considera- 
tion in support of a promissory note, yet to have that 
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consideration effective it seems there must have been 
a cancellation, and in legal effect a payment and dis- 
charge, of the antecedent or pre-existing obligation. 
Otherwise, where is there a parting of value for the 
new one? When the bank discounted the first note. 
concededly it parted with value. The taking of the 
second and third notes, the latter the one in suit, un- 
der the circumstances detailed, operated simply as an 
extension of the time of payment of the original note, 
and, when it failed to cancel and discharge the first 
and second notes, its duty on nonpayment of the last 
one was to sue on the original obligation and to have 
pleaded the giving of the subsequent notes, which 
would be surrendered to Gilday upon the trial. Mul- 
doon vs. Whitlock, 1 Cow., 290, 13 Am. Dee., 533; 
Jagger Iron Co. vs. Walker, 76 N. Y., 521. ‘‘ Hence 
there was no consideration for the note in suit; other- 
wise, there would have been a cancellation of the note 
for which it was given. If the bank is entitled to 
recover at all, it must be upon the first note.”’ 





RELEASE OF SurEty.—The Supreme Court of Col- 
orado (Crosley vs. Woodbury, 89 Pac., 34) has held 
that a director of a corporation who signs his name 
on the back of notes executed by the corporation be- 
fore their delivery without having any interest in 
the loan negotiated by the notes, and who is prom- 
ised by the president of the corporation protection 
from liability on the notes, is merely a surety. 

Here a creditor had brought suit against his prin- 
cipal debtor, and attached stock belonging to the prin- 
cipal, which was pledged to secure another claim 
which the creditor had purchased. Pursuant to agree- 
ment with the debtor, he then foreclosed the lien 
created by the pledge, purchasing the stock himself, 
and afterwards prosecuted the attachment suit to 
judgment, and sold and bought in on execution sale 
and for a nominal price his debtor’s equity of redemp- 
tion in the pledged stock. The debtor had agreed 
to save his surety harmless, and the stock to which the 
creditor had thus acquired title was ample to satisfy 
both the claim for which it was pledged and the claim 
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sued on in the attachfnent suit and on which the 


surety was liable. Upon these facts it was held that 
as the creditor had by his acts obtained control of 
property which the surety was entitled to have ap- 
plied to the satisfaction of his liability, and had thus 
prevented the surety from being subrogated, by pay- 
ing the debt, to the creditor’s rights in such property, 
the surety was released from liability. 





Carriers.—The following decisions upon the law 
of Carriers have recently appeared in L.R.A.: 

The insertion in a steamship ticket of a provision 
limiting the liability of the carrier for loss of bag- 
gage to a certain amount, unless the true value is de- 
clared and excess paid for at regular freight rates, is 
held, in Tewes vs. North German Lloyd S. S. Co. (N. 
Y.). 8 L.R.A. (N.S.), 199, to operate to relieve the 
carrier from liability for such loss, even when due to 
its own negligence. 

That a railroad company has no baggage master at 
its station upon arrival of a train carrying a parcel 
of baggage for hire as freight, is held, in Hicks vs. 
Wabash R. Co. (Towa), 8 L.R.A. (N.S.), 235, not to 
change the rule that the liability of carrier changes 
to that of warehouseman when the goods reach their 
destination. 

A regulation of a street car company requiring 
passengers transferring to a particular line to make 
the transfer at a point where it may be made more 
conveniently and safely than at another, which is 
usually overcrowded, is held, in Shortsleeves vs. Capi- 
tal Traction Co. (App. D. C.), 8 L.R.A. (N.S.), 287, 
not to be unreasonable. 

The liability of a railroad company for the death 
of a passenger who, although under the influence of 
liquor, was not so intoxicated that the company would 
have been justified in refusing to accept him as a pas- 
senger, is denied in Thixton vs. Illinois C. R. Co. 
(Ky.), 8 L.R.A. (N.S.), 298, where the carrier, after 
placing him in a place of safety at a junction where a 
change of cars was necessary, failed to maintain a 
guard over him, so that he wandered onto the track 
and was killed by an incoming train. 

Railroad employees in charge of a passenger train 
are held, in Illinois C. R. Co. vs. Cruse (Ky.) 8 L.R.A. 
(N.S.) 299, not to be bound to anticipate the need 
of assistance of a woman in feeble health, encumbered 
with a young child and a valise, so as to render the 
earrier liable in case she falls while attempting to 
carry her burdens off the train without assistance. 





Sates.—In Anderson Carriage Co. vs. Bartley (67 
Atl, 567) the Supreme Court of Maine held that 
when a purchaser in his written order for goods stip- 
ulates that the title to them shall remain in the seller 
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until payment of the price ‘‘in money,’’ and it is 
therein also provided that a note may be given for the 
price, the acceptance by the seller of the purchaser’s 
negotiable note for the price is not to be deemed a 
waiver of the condition of the sale, so as thereby to 
pass the title to the purchaser, unless it appears to 
have been so intended. 

The suit was replevin for five wagons bargained 
for in 1903 and delivered by the plaintiff to the de- 
fendant in the spring of 1904. 

The written order given by the defendant to the 
plaintiff when the wagons were ordered, contained, 
among other things, the following stipulations: 

‘*Please ship on , or as soon there- 
after as possible, the following vehicles, subject to 
terms and conditions herein and warranty printed 
on back hereof, which is part of this agreement: 

‘*This order is given subject to your approval and 
acceptance, and cannot be countermanded without 
your written consent. Title to the goods shipped on 
this order and all future orders for any vehicles is 
to remian in the Anderson Carriage Co., its success- 
ors or assigns, until paid for in money, and, should 
said company deem itself insecure at any time,. the 
buyer agrees to give acceptable security, or said ac- 
count or any notes taken thereon are to become imme- 
diately due and payable, and said company may take 
possession of its goods or bring action on said note or 
account. The terms of this agreement shall be bind- 
ing upon all goods shipped, whether ordered by mail 
or otherwise. After acceptance of the order the An- 
derson Carriage Co. agrees to ship all goods it is 
able to supply, but it is not to be held liable for dam- 
ages for unfilled portions of any order.’’ 

The Court said, per Savage, J.: 


‘‘The case shows that after the wagons were deliv- 
ered the plaintiff solicited and received the defend- 
ant’s negotiable note for the amount due on the 
wagons and on a prior account. The defendant con- 
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tends that the note was a payment, that the receipt 
of it was a waiver of the condition of the sale, and 
that the title to the wagons thereupon passed to him. 
We do not think so.. The contract provided that the 
title should remain in the plaintiff until payment ‘‘in 
money.’’ It also provided for the giving of a note 
for the price. The note given was presumptively a 
payment of the price, but it was not a payment ‘‘in 
money.’’ It changed the form of the indebtedness. 
but we think that aceepting it was not a waiver of the 
condition, and so did not release the security, unless 
it was so intended. There is nothing in the case to 
show such an intent, and such an intent cannot be 
presumed under the circumstances disclosed. Cros- 
by vs. Redman, 70 Me. 56. The case of Boynton vs. 
Libby, 62 Me. 253, cited by the defendant, differs from 
the one at bar, in that there was no provision in the 
contract of sale in that case that the title should re- 
main in the vendor until payment in money, nor that 
a note might be given for the price. It follows then 
that the plaintiff, at the time of bringing the suit, 
had both the title and the right of possession to all 
the wagons replevied, as against the defendant.’’ 





Guaranty.—The following opinion rendered by 
the Georgia Court of Appeals in A. B. Small Co. vs. 
Claxton (57 S. E. 977) is worthy of perusal : 

The A. B. Small Company brought suit in the city 
court of Wrightsville against J. B. Claxton for the 
sum of $342.30, principal, and interest thereon from 
November 30, 1904, being the balance due on an ac- 
count against W. W. and H. J. Claxton, the sons of 
the defendant: it being alleged that the payment of 
said account was guarantied in writing by the de- 
fendant. A copy of the said guaranty is attached to 
the petition, and is as follows: 


**Kite, Ga., May 30, 1904. 
‘The A. B. Small Co., Macon, Ga.—Gentlemen : 
My sons may need some help through the summer, and 
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I ask you to show them all the favors you can, and I 
will see that you get pay for anything you may sell 
them. Thanking you for your many past favors to 
them, and assuring you of my appreciation of same, 
I remain, Yours truly, J. B. Claxton.’’ 

It was alleged by the plaintiff that ‘‘said guaranty 
was made and accepted, and notice thereof given de- 
fendant, before goods were sold and delivered to the 
said W. W. and H. J. Claxton; and on the faith of 
this guaranty plaintiff sold and delivered to W. W. 
and H. J. Claxton goods to the amount of $1,985.70, 
on which they paid the sum of $1,643.40, leaving a 
balance of $342.30, which they, the said W. W. and H. 
J. Claxton, refused to pay, though often requested so 
to do. The copy of the account is attached to and 
made a part of the petition.’’ The defendant filed 
a demurrer to the plaintiff’s petition, on the following 
grounds: (1) Because there was no cause of action 
set forth. (2) If plaintiff has a cause of action, his 
petition is too uncertain, vague, and indefinite to sup- 
port any recovery. (3) Because the exhibits at- 
tached to the petition do not support the claim or any 
cause of action against this defendant. (4) Because 
said alleged guaranty shows that it was limited to 
merchandise to be furnished during the summer of 
1904, and the account attached shows that payment 
was duly made by W. W. and H. J. Claxton of all 
such furnished them by plaintiff during the summer 
of 1904. (5) Because the account attached shows 
that the alleged balance due is the individual debt of 
W. W. and H. J. Claxton for goods furnished in the 
fall of 1904. for which this defendant, J. B. Claxton, 
is not liable. (6) Because said alleged letter of guar- 
anty is not supported by any consideration, is a nude 
pact, and is insufficient in law to be the basis of an 
action by plaintiff against the defendant. The court 
sustained the demurrer and dismissed the plaintiff’s 
petition, to which ruling plaintiff excepted and as- 
signed the same as error. 


(1) In deciding the question made by the petition 
and the demurrer, we might well content ourselves 
with citing the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
ease of Sims vs. Clark, 91 Ga. 302,18 S. E. 158. In 
this case the court, Chief Justice Bleckley rendering 
the decision, held that a recovery might be had upon 
a declaration in form similar to the one in the instant 
ease, and based upon a contract of guaranty in wri- 
ting almost exactly similar in its terms to the one 
now under consideration. And we content ourselves 


with this binding authority, in holding that the dec- 
laration and exhibits make a sufficient cause of action. 
We will, however, notice more specifically the grounds 
of the demurrer, for the purpose of showing that 
none of them are well taken or should have been sus- 
tained by the court. 
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(2) It is claimed that said letter of guaranty is 
without any consideration, is nudum pactum, and in- 
sufficient in law to be the basis of an action. In the 
ease of Baldwin vs. Hiers, 73 Ga. 739, the court said: 
‘*Where one, whose son desired to purchase certain 
goods, agreed with the owner that, if he would let the 
son have such goods, he (the father) would see the 
debt paid, or would pay it, this was an original and 
not a collateral undertaking, and, being founded on 
a sufficient consideration, is good and binding on the 
promisor.’’ The exact point in this case was as to the 
statute of frauds; but we cite it for the purpose of 
showing that an agreement made by the father with 
the plaintiff to furnish to his son certain goods, and 
he would pay for them, was founded on a sufficient 
consideration, and was binding on the promisor. It 
cannot be doubted that there is sufficient considera- 
tion to support a written contract or agreement to 
pay the debt of another, if, acting on the faith of 
such agreement or contract, the party with whom it 
was made parted with his property. This is within 
the definition of a valid consideration, contained in 
Civ. Code 1895, $3657. Bluthemthal vs. Moore, 106 


Ga. 424, 32 S. E. 344; Ledbetter vs. MeGhees, 84 Ga. 
227. 10 S. E.., 727. 


The learned counsel for the defendant in error in- 
sists that the letter of the defendant sued on as a 
‘‘guaranty’’ is not a guaranty, under the law, but is 
a contract of suretyship, and that the defendant can- 
not be sued alone thereon. In the case of Manry vs. 
Waxelbaum, 108 Ga., 14, 33 S. E., 701, Justice Cobb, 
in rendering the decision of the court, said: ‘‘It is 
contended that the contract sued on in this case is one 
of suretyship, and not of guaranty. The two terms 
are frequently used interchangeably, and for this rea- 
son a great confusion has arisen in the books as to the 
proper distinction to be drawn between them. A 
guarantor is a surety in the sense that he obligates 
himself to pay the debt of another, but at the same 
time there is a very clear distinction between them. 
One difference is pointed out by our Code. It says 
that a contract of suretyship ‘differs from a guaranty 
in this: That the consideration in the latter is a 
benefit flowing to the guarantor.’’’ Judge Bleckley, 
in the case of Wright vs. Shorter, 56 Ga., 76, classifies 
guarantors as follows: ‘‘Guarantors, viewed in ref- 
erence to the consideration of their contract, are either 
mere sureties'or more than sureties. They are mere 
sureties when the consideration of the guaranty moves, 
not to them, but to the person for whose performance 
they become bound. They are more than sureties 
when the consideration is a benefit flowing to them- 
selves. * * * Regarded in reference to the sub- 
stance of their contract, they undertake either for 
the collectibility or for the payment of the given 
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debt.’’ Considering these excerpts from the opinions 
of these two able jurists, we are led to the conclusion 
that, while there is a distinction between these two 
classes of contracts, it is a distinction without a very 
substantial difference, in so far as liability is con- 
cerned. It makes no sort of difference whether the 
consideration of the contract is a benefit flowing to 
the maker, to the third party for whose benefit the 
contract was made, or results in an injury to the 
promisee. In either event the substance of the con- 
tract is the same, and the maker thereof undertakes 
to pay the debt if it is not paid by the party for whose 
benefit the contract was made, whether it be a guar- 
anty or a suretyship. The contract in this case, fol- 
lowing the distinctions above given, seems to combine 
some of the elements of suretyship and some of guar- 
anty. It is entirely separate from the obligation of 
the principal debtors, who bought the goods from the 
plaintiff ; but it was made for a consideration flowing, 
not to the maker, but to the parties for whose benefit 
the contract was made. It is perfectly clear that the 
maker would be bound in either case, if the other alle- 
gations in the petition of the plaintiff are proved. 
Sims vs. Clark, 91 Ga., 302, 18 S. E., 158. We have 
little sympathy with artificial distinctions between 
principles of law which present no substantial differ- 
ence as to matters of right and justice, which tend to 
confuse rather than to enlighten, and to furnish loop- 
holes for technical escapes from contract obligations. 
The important question in the case now under consid- 
eration is whether the writing is a valid written obli- 
gation; it being wholly immaterial, in determining 
this question, whether the maker of the obligation is 
bound as surety or guarantor. 

It is contended that, if the contract is one of sure- 
tyship, the suit should have been dismissed, because 
it was against the surety alone. Where the contract 
is a joint obligation, the makers must be sued to- 
gether. Where the contract is joint and several, or 
joint or several, they may be sued in the same action, 
and judgment may be entered up against both, or they 
may be sued separately. In the present case the de- 
fendant sued is the only party to the contract. 

(3,4) It is said, in behalf of the defendant, that the 
alleged guaranty shows that it was limited to mer- 
chandise to be furnished during the summer of 1904, 
and the account, attached as an exhibit to the petition, 
shows that payments had been made by the parties 
for whose benefit the contract was made for all goods 
furnished them by the plaintiff during the summer of 
1904, and that the balance of the account sued for is 
the individual debt of said third parties for goods 
furnished to them in the fall of 1904, for which the 
defendant is not liable by the terms of his contract. 
There seems to be an ambiguity on this point in the 
contract. In the first part the credit asked for in the 
contract appears to be limited to ‘‘help through the 
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summer ;’’ but the promise is, **1 will see that you get 
pay for anything you may sell them.’’ Bearing in 
mind the well-known rule of construction, that where 
contracts are ambiguous they should be construed 
most strongly against the person who prepared the in- 
strument, we hold that the contract in question is 
sufficient to cover anything that might be sold by the 
plaintiff on the faith of the contract, within a reason- 
able time, and within reasonable amounts, and that 
the contract is a continuing guaranty, within the 
limits mentioned. Hargroves vs. Cooke, 15 Ga., 324; 
MeBurney vs. MeIntyre, 38 Ga., 261. We therefore 
hold that the court below erred in sustaining the de- 
murrer filed by the defendant to the plaintiff’s action, 
and in dismissing the suit. 
Judgment reversed. 


SUBSTANTIAL PERFORMANCE.—By the strict rules of 
the common law in eases where services have been ren- 
dered or materials furnished in an honest endeavor to 
perform a contract, but are found to be at variance 
with the requirements of its express terms, and yet in 
some degree beneficial to the party to whom the ser- 
vices have been rendered, or for whom the materials 
have been furnished, full performance was undoubted- 
ly required as a condition precedent to the right of re- 
covery. But in most jurisdictions the rigor of this 
common-law rule has been relaxed, even in courts of 
law, especially in building contracts and other like 
agreements, where the defendant is practically forced 
to accept the result of the work and relief is granted 
to the plaintiff by applying the equitable doctrine of 
substantial performance. 

Although a plaintiff cannot recover upon a contract 
from which he has departed, yet he may recover upon 
the common counts for the reasonable value of the 
benefit which, upon the whole, the defendant has de- 
rived from what the plaintiff has done. If a plaintiff 
endeavors in good faith to perform, and does substan- 
tially perform, an agreement, he is entitled to recover 
the fair value of his services, having regard to and 
not exceeding the contract price after deducting the 
damages sustained by the defendant on account of the 
breach of the stipulations in the contract. 

In some of the decided cases, reference is made to 
the ‘‘deduction,’’ ‘‘recoupment,’’ or ‘‘set-off’’ of the 
defendant’s damages for the obvious purpose of indi- 
cating a convenient process or method of ascertaining 
what the services rendered by the plaintiff were rea- 
sonably worth, and not with the intention of casting 
upon the defendant the burden of proving the value 
of a plaintiff’s services. It is incumbent upon the 
plaintiff in such eases to prove the value of the work 
done or materials furnished by him. The question of 
done or materials furnished by him. (Skowhegan 
Water Co. vs. Skowhegan Village Corp. [Me.] 66 
Atl., 714.) 
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RECENT PATENT AND TRADEMARK CASES. 
In United States ex rel. The Newcomb Motor Co. 
vs. Allen, Patents, in 
Court of the District of Columbia, 
Held, (1) Where the relator is not without other 
adequate remedies, a writ of mandamus will not lie.

2) Although mandamus might serve as an inex- 
pensive and summary conclusion of the whole matter, 
provided the Court had jurisdiction to grant the 
writ, yet neither economy of time, nor expense can 
weigh anything as against the orderly procedure un- 
der the law of a given case. 

(3) Where the Commissioner has in fact, acted and 
rendered his decision touching the matter in contro- 
versy, and has the clear legal right to act and decide 
for himself this Court is without jurisdiction to com- 
pel him by its writ to undo what he has done. 

(4) Where the Commissioner had the power to act 
and has acted—Held, that it is wholly immaterial 
whether in the judgment of the Court he was right 
or wrong in his determination, and that in over- 
ruling of the motion for a writ of mandamus no 
opinion will be expressed as to the merits of the 
relator’s contention. 

Decided June 21, 1907. 

In addition to cases cited in the opinion, see Com- 
missioner of Patents vs. Whitely, 4 Wallace, 534. 
This case, and Marbury vs. Madison, 1 Cranch, 169, 
established the dominant principles of the law of 
mandamus in our National Courts. 

In the Whitely case (Mr. Clayton of counsel) it was 
held 


That mandamus lies in only two classes of cases: 


(1) Where there is a refusal to perform a ministerial 
act involving no exercise of judgment or discretion; 
and, (2) Where the exercise of judgment and dis- 
cretion are involved and the officer refuses to decide, 
provided that, if he decided, the aggrieved party 
could have the decision reviewed by another tribunal. 

In Wm. A. Rogers, Limited, vs. The International 
Silver Co., in the Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia, held 

(1) The name of Wm. A. Rogers is entitled to reg- 
istration under the last proviso of Section 5 of the 
Trademark Act approved Feb. 20, 1905, notwith- 
standing the prior adoption and continuous use of the 
names *‘Wm. Rogers Mfg. Co.,’’ and ‘*‘Wm. Rogers 
and Son,’’ as a party is entitled to use his own name, 
actually or legally acquired, without regard to the 
confusion that may result from similarity. 

(2) As an ordinary surname cannot be appro- 
priated as a trademark, to the exclusion of others of 
the same name, it follows that the rules of law relating 
to the similarity of technical trademarks cannot be 
applied to the use of such surname as a mark, not- 
withstanding the confusion that may result from its 
legitimate use by others. 

The law relating to unfair competition may apply 
under certain conditions, but not that of infringe- 
ment. Decided, June 4, 1907. 

In ex parte Meinhardt, July 25, 1907, the Com- 
missioner of Patents, on appeal, affirmed the decision 
of the Examiners-in-Chief, holding that— 

A ‘‘system’’ which consists in the adoption of a cer- 
tain seale for the height of letters and then deter- 
mining in terms of this scale the proper width of the 
letters and the spaces between consecutive letters, 
is neither an art, machine, manufacture, or composi- 
tion of matter, and therefore is not patentable. 

The U. S. Supreme Court (204 U. S., 609) in Com- 
puting Scale Co. vs. Automatic Scale Co., held that 


(1) While a combination of old elements producing 
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a new and useful result will be patentable, yet where 
the combination is merely the assembling of old ele- 
ments producing no new and useful result, invention 
is not shown. 


It is true that many valuable inventions seem sim- 
ple when accomplished, and yet are entitled to pro- 
tection. The books abound in cases showing inven- 
tions involving only small departure from former 
means, yet making the difference between a defective 
mechanism and a practical method of accomplishing 
results. In such cases a decision in favor of invention 
as distinguished from mere mechanical improvement 
has not infrequently resulted, in view of the fact that 
the device has made the difference between an imprac- 
ticable machine and a useful improvement displacing 
others theretofore occupying the field. 


Krementz vs. Cottle Co., 148 U. S. 556, and 
other cited cases. 


It is perfectly well settled in this Court by frequent 
decisions that where an inventor, seeking a broad 
claim which is rejected, in which rejection he ac- 
quiesces, substitutes therefor a narrower claim, he 
cannot be heard to insist that the construction of the 
claim allowed shall cover that which has previously 
been rejected. 


Corbin Lock Co. vs. Eagle Lock Co., 150 U. S., 
38-40, and eases there cited. 


In Rubber Tire Wheel Co. vs. Milwaukee Rubber 
Works Co., U.S. Cir. Court, E. Dist. Wisconsin, April 
16, 1907, it was held 


(1) That a State statute cannot interfere with the 
monopoly granted to a patentee and his assignees un- 
der the national laws. 


(2) One cannot use a patented invention except 
upon the inventor’s terms, and his requirement that 
a licensee join other licensees in a combination or pool 
to control prices of a harmless patented article does 
not violate the Sherman ‘‘ Anti-Trust’’ Act of 1890. 


Patented articles, until released by the patentee 
from the control of the patent, are not articles of 
trade or commerce among the several states within the 
meaning of that Act, because they are not articles in 
which the people have freedom of trade. 





JOHN J. JACKSON, 


A National Judge for Forty-four Years. 
Rarely, if ever, has any one for so many years, and 
with such ability, learning and courage filled a judi- 
cial office as the subject of this obituary which we 
copy from the New York Sun. 
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John J. Jackson, formerly United States Judge 
for the District of West Virginia, died yesterday 
at Atlantic City. For forty-four years he sat 
upon the Federal bench, a period longer than 
any other American Judge ever served and sur- 
passing the record of Chief Justice Marshall by 
many years. In 1861, when the Virginia Judi- 
ciary was of the utmost importance in deter- 
mining the issues of that period, President Lin- 
coln selected John Jay Jackson, then only 37 
years old, for the District Court of the Western 
District of Viringia. Throughout the trying 
years of the war Judge Jackson presided in his 
court with impartiality. Once the sessions were 
interrupted and he and his court were forced to 
flee~before the Confederate forces, but the sit- 
ting was interrupted for only a short time. Dur- 
ing the reconstruction he gained a reputation in 
a border State for fairness. It was he who set- 
tled the disputed titles to most of the land in 
West Virginia after long years of litigation, and 
in later years when strike troubles arose in the 
mining regions he became famous as ‘‘The Iron 
Judge’’ because of the firmness with which he 
dealt with striking miners. He it was who sen- 
tenced Mother Jones to jail for contempt for vio- 
lating an injunction, suspended sentence and 
took her to his own home instead of having her 
imprisoned. He granted the most far reaching 
injunctions ever granted up to that time and won 
the hatred of labor unions everywhere. On ac- 
count of his age Judge Jackson retired about two 
years ago, being succeeded by Judge Alston G. 
Dayton. He was in his eighty-fourth year. He 
had two brothers, one of whom was Governor of 
West Virginia. The other sat for twenty years 
on the bench in the State courts and died in serv- 
ice. He was a cousin of Gen. Stonewall Jack- 
son and the son of Gen. John J. Jackson. He 
was a Whig when appointed and later a Demo- 
crat. 





The Constitution of Pennsylvania. 
Raeburn White. T. & J. W. Johnson.

An historical introduction of ten pages clearly 
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states the steps leading up to the adoption of the 
present Constitution of the State of Pennsylvania of 
1874. 


The charter granted in 1681 by Charles II to Will- 
Penn the 
He, his heirs and depu- 


iam declared him to be Proprietor of 
Province of Pennsylvania. 
ties were granted absolute power to make public or 
private laws, by and with consent of the freemen of 
the country, who were to be assembled in any way he 
saw fit to assist in the government. He was empow- 
ered to appoint judges, magistrates and other offi- 
cers. He could pardon all offenses except murder 
and treason: in such cases he could grant reprieves 
until royal assent to a pardon could be obtained. But 
the laws of the province were to be consistent with 
the laws of England, saving an appeal to the king 


from the provincial courts. 


From these and other provisions of the charter it 
seems that Penn had, perhaps, as great power over 
the people of the province as the King had over his 
subjects in England. Continuing in this vein a clear 
resume is given of the various changes in funda- 
mental law up to the proclamation of the present 
Constitution. 


Chapter I is on the ‘‘Construction of the Coastitu- 
tion.’’ Any thoughtful lawyer who will read the 
thirty pages of this chapter will not willingly delay 
the perusal of those which follow. 

Mr. White says, that ‘‘in its broad sense, in Amer- 
ica it (a Constitution) is understood to be a written 
instrument, enacted by the people acting directly in 
their sovereign capacity.’’ 

The author gives some sound, general reflections on 
the Interpretation of the Constitution, which we 
should like to quote, but must content ourselves by 
referring to sections 3-11. 

We quote a paragraph of section 3— 

‘‘The power to declare an act of Legislature 
void, if their opinion it is contrary to the Consti- 
tution, is peculiar to the American system of 
jurisprudence. In other countries it has always 
been deemed to be the exclusive function of the 
Legislature to decide whether the written law is 

to the 


France, 


conformable Constitution. It is so in 


England, Germany, Switzerland and 
Japan, as well as in other countries of Europe 
and Asia. When the legislator declares that a 
certain rule of action shall be law, it at the same 
time authoritatively determines that the law is 


constitutional, and this decision is not review- 
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able by the courts. 


They are bound to admin- 
ister the law as they find it. 
‘‘The essential principle in which the Amer- 


ican governments differ from others is that here 


the sovereign power resides, not in the Legisla- 
ture, but in the people. It follows necessarily 
that any act done in excess of the authority of 
the Legislature is null and void. When a law 
is alleged to be unconstitutional, the question is 
whether a conflict exists between the Constitu- 
tion and the law. The determination of this 
The 
power to construe the Constitution of the United 
States is expressly given to the courts in the in- 
strument itself (Art. III, See. 2), and while 
there is no such power in the State Constitutions, 


the power of the State courts in this regard have 


question naturally belongs to the courts. 


been freely exercised from the very beginning.’’
